COVID-19 Timeline, Dec. 26-Jan. 1

Saturday, Dec. 26 

e Reid Wilson, columnist for The 
Hill, published an essay arguing 
that “2020 really was the worst 
year ever.” Reid cited high num- 
bers of COVID cases and corona- 
virus-related deaths, lost incomes, 
loss of jobs, devastation of the 
tourism and restaurant, industry, 
inability of many Americans to pay 
their rent of buy adequate food, 
reduction in college applications, 
surge in violent crime, rise in over- 
dose deaths, and decline in mental 
health, among other maladies. 

Reid did admit to some “silver 
linings” (new vaccines and some 
signs of coming economic recov- 
ery). But, he wrote, “by a host 
of measures, 2020 was the worst 
year many Americans will have 
experienced in their lifetimes. It 
was a year of loss, of anxiety, of 
poverty and of disease. Recovering 
from the last 12 months is likely 
to define the entire decade ahead.” 

Sunday, Dec. 27 

e “Today, we start turning the 
page on a difficult year,” said 
Ursula von der Leyen, President of 
the European Commission. “The 
COVID-19 vaccine has been deliv- 
ered to all EU countries.” 

Countries across the European 
Union began administering the 
Pfizer-BioNTech coronavirus vac- 
cine today. The EU's goal is to 
inoculate more than 450 million 
people (New York Times). 

Monday, Dec. 28. 

e Americans awoke to the news 
that President Donald Trump had 
signed a pandemic relief package, 
after he spent several days denounc- 
ing the same bill for including 
too much pork and not enough 
money for individual Americans. 
The President said several times 
that he wanted everyone to get 
$2,000.00 instead of $600.00. Most 
Democrats, including Speaker of 
the House Nancy Pelosi, agreed on 
this point, but excoriated him for 
failing to sign the bill, which had 
the potential to shut down the gov- 
ernment had it not gone through 
soon. 

The bill the President signed was 
many thousands of pages long. 
Some said it was the largest single 
bill in U.S. history. It includes $1.4 
trillion to fund government agen- 
cies until the end of September. 
Upon signing the bill, the President 
said that he was confident that 
Congress would later approve a 
spending package that would 
grant Americans more than the 
$600.00 included in the gargantuan 
Congressional product. 

Tuesday, Dec. 29 

e Luke Letlow, who was recent- 
ly elected as Louisiana’s newest 
Republican member of the U.S. 
House of Representatives died 
from a heart attack during a treat- 
ment administered while he was 
hospitalized COVID-19. Letlow's 
death came days before he was to 
have been sworn into office. He 
was 41, and by the photographs 
published he did not appear to have 
been obese, which is a major risk 
factor once the coronavirus has 
been contracted. 

Wednesday, Dec. 30 
¢Dickey County Health workers 
administered COVID-19 vaccines 
to residents and staff at Benedictine 


Living Community (Prince of 
Peace) this morning. “We are both 
excited and hopeful that this will be 
a first step to ending this pandem- 
ic,” said Naomi Grueneich, execu- 
tive director. “We want our resi- 
dents to be able to freely visit with 
their family and friends and to give 
and receive hugs. At Benedictine 
Living Community - Ellendale, 
our residents’ health and safety is 
our priority. All the measures we 
have implemented over these past 
months were to safeguard them. 
It is important for everyone to 
get vaccinated so these wishes can 
come true.” 

"The vaccine’s arrival won’t 
immediately alter the current visita- 
tion restrictions," said Naomi. “We 
are thankful that this is a start, but 
we don’t anticipate that the restric- 
tions will change until the number 
of cases in the broader community 
start to decrease as well.” 

e "The first person in the U.S. 
known to be infected with a new 
and apparently more contagious 
variant of the coronavirus was iden- 
tified Wednesday as a Colorado 
National Guardsman who had 
been sent to help out at a nursing 
home struggling with an outbreak" 
(Associated Press). 

Thursday, Dec. 31 

e In an article entitled "2020 has 
been brutal on everyone's mental 
health," Sue Abderholden, director 
of director of the National Alliance 
on Mental  Illness-Minnesota, 
expressed ongoing concerns about 
the emotional impact of the pan- 
demic. "When people are in the 
midst of a long-term state of cri- 

sis," she said, "people have a ten- 
fence to buckle down just to get 
through it. Then after the fact, they 
are exhausted and think, “How did 
I ever do that?” 

Abderholden also said there may 
be a "silver lining" on the other side 
of the pandemic, in that "there will 
be more awareness of and empa- 
thy toward mental health needs" 
(Forum News Service). 

Friday, Jan. 1, 2020 

e Wikipedi's, chronological time- 
line for the COVID-19 crisis began 
on the last day of 2019. After 
the passage of a year, there is 
information suggesting it should 
go back further. However, these are 
the summaries given for January 1, 
2020 on the world's most widely 
used encyclopedia: 

"Wuhan officials began down- 
playing the possibility of human 
to human transmission of the virus 
and insisting that the outbreak was 
under control." 

"According to the Chinese 
state-sponsored Xinhua News, 
the Huanan Seafood Market was 
closed on January 1, 2020 for 
‘remediation. 

"US Centers for Disease Control 
Director Robert Redfield was 
briefed about the severity of the 
virus from his Chinese counterparts 
George F. Gao when he was on 
vacation with his family — accord- 
ing to reports, what Redfield heard 
"rattled him." 

The World Health Organization 
issued a statement saying that 
the causal agent has not yet been 
identified or confirmed' and has 
requested further information from 
the Chinese authorities to assess 
the risk."

Forbes Native to Chair 


Advisory Board of Northern 


Plains Ethics Institute 


Tim Flakoll has 
agreed to become the 
Chair of the Advisory 
Board to the Northern 
Plains Ethics Institute, 
it was announced last 
week. 

For years Tim has 
been very heavily 
engaged in communi- 
ty work. He serves as 
Provost for Tri-College | 
University, the partner- 
ship between NDSU, 
MSUM, Concordia 
College, North Dakota 
State College of Science and 
Minnesota State Community and 
Technical College, (known as M. 
State). The five campuses have a 
combined enrollment of approxi- 
mately 35,000 students. He is also 
the Director of Operations for 
NDSU Downtown. 

Tim is an alumnus of NDSU, 
the Harvard Kennedy School 
of Executive Education and the 
University of Oxford Executive 
Education program. He served 
in the North Dakota Senate for 
18 years. There he chaired the 
Education and Agriculture com- 
mittees for 14 years. He was also 
selected President Pro Tempore 
of the Senate. In the Senate, he 
authored a constitutional amend- 
ment to require statements of fis- 
cal impact on initiated measures 
to improve transparency. He also 
authored transparency legisla- 
tion to identify legislators who 
make open records requests. He 
was chief author of legislation to 
provide funding for all day kinder- 
garten, funding for early childhood 
education, laws for humane treat- 
ment of animals and legacy legisla- 
tion for new funding formulas for 
K-12 and higher education. 

Tim has held more than 40 
offices with various community, 
regional or national organizations. 
He recently served as the Chair 
of Fargo’s Downtown Community 
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Partnership and Chair of the 


Midwestern Higher Education 
Compact, a 12-state partnership 
with more than 4.2 million stu- 
dents. He recently chaired the 
Council of State Governments 
MLC representing 11 states, four 
Canadian Provinces and 82 million 
people. Flakoll currently chairs the 
FMWF Chamber’s Public Policy 
Committee. Tim also served as 
a Missionary to the Country of 
Slovakia, where he helped rebuild 
a church school. 

The Northern Plains Ethics 
Institute’s mission is to promote 
democratic participation in social 
and ethical issues affecting the 
Northern Plains and beyond. It 
engaging citizens in various dis- 
cussions focusing on what kind 
of society they want to live in and 
how they go about creating it. 

A growing need for enhanced 
democratic participation in soci- 
ety prompted the formation of the 
Northern Plains Ethics Institute 
in 1998. Chartered by the North 
Dakota Board of Higher Education 
in 2000, the NPEI’s Initiative at 
NDSU has addressed some very 
important ethical challenges facing 
the area and nation, such as the eth- 
ics of agriculture, education, politi- 
cal life, health-care, and business. 

To help fulfill its mission, the 
NPEI publishes the Northern 
Plains Ethics Journal.

COVID-19 Timeline, Jan. 2-8, 2021

Saturday, January 2 

e “Many of the world’s top law 
firms have capped a tumultuous 
year with big bonuses for junior 
lawyers and an end to auster- 
ity measures imposed during the 
height of the global pandemic. 

“US law firms have in recent 
weeks announced bonuses of up to 
$100,000 for junior staff, matching 
levels set last year. Those sums 
come on top of a spate of “special 
bonuses” that top-tier American 
firms announced in the autumn to 
recognize associates’ work during 
the COVID-19 crisis, taking total 
bonus packages up to $140,000 for 
some. 

“Financially, 2020 has turned out 
to be a splendid year for revenue 
and profits after a heart-stopping 
spring, said Bruce MacEwen, 
president of law firm consultancy 
Adam Smith Esquire” — Financial 
limes. 

Sunday, January 3 

e In an agricultural feature article, 
the Fargo Forum highlighted sev- 
eral significant 2020 developments 
related to the pandemic. “First, 
foremost and always,” the article 
began, “2020 will be remembered 
as the year of the coronavirus pan- 
demic. On a business level, the 
pandemic affected individual agri- 
business operations and the entire 
food supply chain. On a personal 
level, it changed the way that farm 
families and other Americans lived 
and worked.” 

Two developments were espe- 
cially notable: “A Gallup poll 
finds that farming and agriculture 
is the nation’s top-rated industry. 
The pandemic, which increased the 
public’s awareness of ag’s impor- 
tance, is at least partially respon- 
sible for that” (November). “USDA 
statistics show that 2020 U.S. farm 
income will rise to one of the high- 
est levels in history, thanks pri- 
marily to special, one-time federal 
payments.” 

Monday, January 4 

“Adam Willis of Forum 
Communications published an arti- 
cle pointing out that in the past few 
months, COVID-19 cases followed 
nearly identical trajectories in the 
two Dakotas, despite very different 
policies. 

“With COVID-19 cases running 
out of control in North Dakota 
in mid November,” wrote Willis, 
“Gov. Doug Burgum intervened, 
installing a statewide mask man- 
date. A month and a half later, the 
state’s pandemic status is nearly 
unrecognizable: Active virus cases 
have descended from more than 
10,000 at the time of the mandate 
to fewer than 2,000 today. But 
neighboring South Dakota, which 
had vied with North Dakota for 
the worst in-the nation per capita 
metrics for much of October and 
November, has experienced a simi- 
larly remarkable turnaround, and 
without any significant state-level 
intervention.” 

“With both Dakotas on the 
mend after taking divergent policy 
approaches at their worst moments 
of the fall surge, South Dakota’s 
COVID-19 curve has become the 
subject of regional debate, emerg- 
ing as a kind of Rorschach test for 
the effectiveness of mask man- 
dates: Opponents of mandates have 
pointed to South Dakota’s decline 
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as proof that the North Dakota pol- 
icy was an unnecessary overreach, 
while advocates cite differing rates 
of decline between the two states as 
evidence of the opposite." 
Tuesday, January 5 

e Governor Burgum ’s State of the 
State message opened the 2021 leg- 
islative session in Bismarck. The 
Governor delivered a highly posi- 
tive speech, saying that “the State 
of the State is one of optimism and 
new beginnings, built on the confi- 
dence of overcoming adversity and 
the knowledge that we will emerge 
stronger than ever.” 

While noting the devastation 
from the pandemic, he said that 
“we have new tools at our disposal 
to fight COVID, with effective vac- 
cines, rapid tests that help screen 
out asymptomatic positives and 
break the chain of transmission, 
and effective therapeutics that can 
drastically improve survival rates. . 
. . This battle is far from over. But 
we can see the light at the end of 
the tunnel, and we’ve got the tools 
to get us there.” 

Wednesday, January 6 

e “The anticipated surge from 
the winter holiday gatherings has 
begun,” said Dr. Barbara Ferrer, 
Los Angeles county public health 
director, during a press conference. 
“We're likely to experience the 
worst conditions in January that 
we’ve faced the entire pandemic. 
And that’s hard to imagine.” 

California, the most populous 
US state, has been hammered by 
the sustained surge in COVID- 
19 infections and _hospitaliza- 
tions sweeping across the country. 
The US has registered more than 
20 million infections and nearly 
350,000 deaths, while hospitaliza- 
tions are hovering at a record high 
— 131,195, according to data from 
the COVID Tracking Project” — 
Financial Times. 

Thursday, January 7 

Fargo resident Sherman 
Hoganson became the oldest North 
Dakotan to receive a COVID-19 
vaccination. At 102 years old, his 
life spans from the worst global 
pandemic of the 20th century to 
the worst global pandemic (so far) 
of the 21st. “It didn’t hurt” he said, 
and he feels more protected (Fargo 
Forum). 

Friday, January 8 

“The hardest work still lies 
ahead.” An article in the Atlantic 
observed that he vaccine rollout 
has not gone as well as had been 
hoped. While over 21 million doses 
have been distributed since mid- 
December, only around a third of 
these doses have “made it into 
people’s arms.” 

Upcoming challenges, the article 
continued, are even greater: “In 
the coming months, state and local 
health departments will have to 
stand up mass-vaccination clin- 
ics that can handle hundreds or 
even thousands of people a day in 
the middle of a pandemic, when 
crowds are dangerous. Thousands 
of doctors’ offices and pharmacies 
across the country will also need to 
learn how to handle and adminis- 
ter unusually fragile vaccines. And 
eventually, as the pool of people 
eager to get a vaccine is exhausted, 
public-health officials will need 
to persuade the uninterested, the 
reluctant, and even the skeptical to 
get vaccinated.”

“The kids think I’m 40,” laughed 
John Beckius. John may be a little 
older than that, but he’s not telling, 
at least to the youngsters he hauls to 
and from school each day. But he is 
driving a brand-new vehicle. 

John was in his bus next to the 
post office, enjoying the warm sun 
on the first school day of a brand 
new year. Smiling behind his black 
cloth mask, he spoke with the Leader 
about how things are going. “I finally 
started driving the new bus,” he said, 
motioning to the shiny clean interior 
behind him. “But the kids liked the 
old one better.” 

The new bus, John explained, has 
seat belts embedded in the cush- 
ions, which makes thing a little less 
comfortable. North Dakota doesn’t 
require school bus passengers to wear 
seat belts (and neither does the more 
heavily regulated state of Minnesota) 
but nowadays new buses are often 
delivered with them as standard 
equipment. 

About 25 years ago state lawmak- 
ers considered making seat belts man- 
datory in buses, but did not. There 
were several reasons. First, buses are 
extremely safe. Statistically, school 
buses are among the very safest forms

of transportation. Second, in cases of 
collisions, seat backs are designed 
to cushion riders. The old bare steel 
backs that were common on buses 50 
years ago have disappeared, replaced 
by thick foam. 

Third, experience showed that 
without careful monitoring, children 
(especially the younger ones) often 
used the seat belts improperly and 
sometimes dangerously. In some 
highly regulated states that did imple- 
ment seat belt laws for busses, safety 
monitors had to be hired to ride along 
on the routes to make sure everyone 
was buckled properly. 

Finally, the equipment itself adds 
considerable cost to the busses. That 
is not so significant when a new bus 
is being purchased, but retrofitting 
older models (or scrapping them in 
order to buy new ones) is very expen- 
sive. So thus far, only in a handful 
of states have legislators decided to 
require seat belts. 

For kids riding John Beckius’ bus, 
though, kids do now have the option 
of buckling in. There’s universal 
agreement that the buckling-up habit 
is a very good one to instill. And if 
it carries over to school buses, then 
that’s all the better.

“Five people in the Minneapolis- 
St. Paul metro area have tested 
positive for the variant strain of 
COVID-19, the state department 
of health announced Saturday. 
Health officials said it is still too 
early to know what kind of impact 
this variant strain may have in the 
state, but state epidemiologists are 
looking into that. According to the 
CDC, 63 cases of this variant strain 
have been identified in eight U.S.

Kaiser Health News reported on 
concerns of research scientists who 
are studying the current pandem- 
ic. “Many experts in the field of 
emerging infectious diseases,” said 
the report, “are already focused 
on preventing the next one. They 
fear another virus will leap from 
wildlife into humans, one that is 
far more lethal but spreads as easily 
as SARSCoV-2, the strain of coro- 
navirus that causes COVID-19. A 
virus like that could change the tra- 
jectory of life on the planet, experts 
say. ‘What keeps me up at night 
is that another coronavirus like 
MERS, which has a much, much 
higher mortality rate, becomes 
as transmissible as COVID,’ 
said Christian Walzer, executive 
director of health at the Wildlife 
Conservation Society. ‘The logis- 
tics and the psychological trauma 
of that would be unbearable.’” 
Monday, January 11 
-Beginning today (Jan. 11) 
Minnesota bars and restaurants 
may resume indoor service with 
limits, as COVID-19 cases have 
been declining. The eased restric- 
tions returns bars and restaurants 
about to where they were before 
Gov. Tim Walz imposed a ban on 
restaurant dining in response to 
soaring cases in November. 
eWhile many states across the 
nation are experiencing their 
worst weekly death toll yet, South 
Dakota continues to stand in con- 
trast when it comes to COVID-19. 
The South Dakota Department of 
Health announced 181 new cases of 
COVID-19 in the state on Monday. 
No new deaths were reported. 
Tuesday, January 12 
eIn her annual state of the state 
address, South Dakota Governor 
Kristi Noem defended her choices 
in dealing with the pandemic. "We 
made different choices than virtu- 
ally any other state over the past 
year,” she said. “To be fair, I never 
once thought the decisions we were 
making in South Dakota during 





the pandemic would be unique. 
But other states based a lot of their 
decisions on fear and emotion, and 
now they’re seeing the results of 
that. In South Dakota, we do not 
make policy out of fear. We prepare 
for the worst but always remain 
optimistic that the best is yet to 
come.” 
Wednesday, January 13 

‘Depression: Ranch owner 
Randy Roecker was one of the 
speakers at an online convention of 
the American Farm Bureau. Randy 
urged open communication about 
mental health problems among 
rural populations. “We have to feel 
like it’s OK to talk about this,” said 
Randy. “That’s the problem I strug- 
gled with. My parents are in their 
early 80s, and this is a subject that 
you just don’t talk about. This is a 
subject that we have to talk about. 
We need to shut the stigma and that 
it is OK to talk about depression. ” 

Thursday, January 14 

eSouth Dakota, whose COVID- 
19 policies have been unusual in 
the US, showed signs of a slowing 
spread. “For the third time in four 
days,” reported the SD Dept. of 
Health, “less than 1,000 COVID- 
19 tests” were administered. 

“There are currently 247 people 
hospitalized, with 52.8% of beds 
occupied across the state, including 
9% of COVID-19 beds. There are 
56 people currently in the intensive 
care unit and 31 on ventilators. The 
state remains No. 2 in the nation in 
COVID-19 vaccines administered, 
with 5,732 per 100,000 people. 
West Virginia is first with 6,177. 
41,755 people have been vacci- 
nated, with 9,605 South Dakotans 
receiving both doses of the Pfizer 
vaccine. 

Friday, January 15 

President-elect Joe Biden 
unveiled a stimulus proposal 
intended to "jump-start" the econ- 
omy during the coronavirus pan- 
demic with around $1.9 trillion 
in aid. The package included an 
additional $1,400 per-person cash 
grant. 

In keeping with the President- 
elect's promises to promote the 
idea of "equity," the package out- 
lined extra funding for businesses 
that are classified as being owned 
by minorities, while denying that 
same funding for businesses that 
are categorized as owned by non- 
minorities. 

One transition official explained 
that the "equity" policy reflected 
an "emphasis on these underserved 
communities, where there is a lot 
of hard work to do."

“Despite lower oil production 
over the past year, associated gas 
will continue to be an issue for 
producers unless a value-added 
industry is developed right here in 
the state. Ethane has a higher heat 
content than pipeline quality natu- 
ral gas and leaving high volumes of 
ethane in the natural gas stream lim- 
its export capabilities and adversely 
impacts the downstream consumers 
of North Dakota’s natural gas.”

BMNG, a developer of value- 
added natural gas infrastructure in 
North Dakota, has signed its first 
ethane supply term sheet to support 
a large-scale, baseload power plant. 
The Williston Basin Energy Center 
(Energy Center) will be the largest 
power plant to utilize advances in 
combustion turbine technology that 
enables ethane as its primary fuel 
source. The Energy Center will be 
located in the Mountrail-Williams 
Electric Cooperative territory near 
Williston, North Dakota, subject 
to final operational and power pur- 
chase agreements. 

In October 2020, Bakken 
Midstream announced it had 
secured nearly $25 million from 
two separate capital raises for the

purpose of bringing the value-add- 
ed natural gas industry to North 
Dakota, including ethane-fueled 
power generation projects and 
related pipelines and infrastructure. 

“For more than three years, we 
have been working to address 
the challenges ethane poses to 
North Dakota’s oil and gas sec- 
tors and find innovative ways to 
address those challenges and meet 
the state’s new power generation 
needs. We set an extremely high 
bar for ourselves with the mandate 
to re-imagine what is possible and 
re-engineer what exists to mitigate 
natural gas flaring, enable addition- 
al oil production and productive- 
ly utilize ethane through ethane- 
fueled power generation projects,” 
explains founder Lebow.

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"Living Like a King": Ellendale Lumberman 





Te was a T TE in Ellendale in the early decades. This MEEF taken circa 1885 from Sion one of the 
town's grain elevators, shows the view to the west. Nearly everyday, wagonloads of lumber could be seen depart- 
ing the yards. Laird, Norton, a distributor based in Winona, Minnesota, had scores of lumberyards in Minnesota 
and the Dakotas, strung out along Milwaukee Rail lines. The company bought this lot from an existing lumber 
dealer in 1885, three years after Ellendale was founded. Patrick King's yard, which went by the name "P. King 
Lumber" was located in town, just north of what is now the Cenex gas station and C-Store (see photo on page 1).

There are few if any businesses 
more fundamental to the growth 
of the plains than that involving 
the production, shipping, and sale 
of lumber. Dakota pioneers are 
known for starting out with sod 
homes and dugouts, but wherever 
possible, they began by obtaining 
the materials for a frame house. 
Lumber in massive quantities was 
shipped in on rail in the early years. 
From 1882 to 1886, the Milwaukee, 
Chicago and St. Paul Line was 
the only line to Ellendale. Every 
stick of lumber that built the early 
town—with the exception of a few 
loads carried from steamboat ports 
on the James River—came over the 
Milwaukee Road. The Milwaukee 
likewise carried most of the lumber 
that built South Dakota towns. In 
1886 the Great Northern arrived in

Ellendale from the east, opening 
expanded shipping opportunities. A 
train pulling into town in the early 
decades without at one or a few car- 
loads of lumber would likely have 
been a rarity. 

John N. Vogel’s book Great Lakes 
Lumber on the Great Plains is one 
of only a few formal studies of this 
massive industry in our part of the 
country. Vogel traces the growth 
of the The Laird, Norton Lumber 
Company, a Winona, Minnesota 
based distributor that established 
a large network of dealerships 
in South Dakota. In 1885, Laird, 
Norton also expanded across the 
border to Ellendale and Oakes. The 
demand for lumber seemed inex- 
haustible. To illustrate the extreme 
demand, Vogel mentioned a small 
Nebraska town (population 200) 
that consumed 200 railcars of lum-

ber in only one year of early settle- 
ment. Commenting on that town, 
a lumber journal told its readers 
“When we remember that this is 
but one of thousands of small set- 
tlements scattered throughout the 
west, we begin to get a solution of 
the question as to where the vast 
demand for lumber comes from." 

Pat King went into the right busi- 
ness at the right time and the right 
place. Not only was it lucrative, it 
gave him a prominent place in the 
community. Moreover, it provided 
him with the chance to travel. He 
frequently went to Minnesota and 
Chicago to buy lumber and frater- 
nize with others in the lumber busi- 
ness. He also sometimes traveled to 
the West Coast. He built (but later 
sold) a retirement home in Portland, 
Oregon.

Saturday, January 23 
e Newsweek reported that base- 
ball legend Hank Aaron died in 
Atlanta two weeks after receiv- 
ing a COVID-19 vaccine. “In the 
immediate aftermath,” said the 
news item, “health experts hope 
that the loss of the Home Run King 
doesn’t deter people from getting 
vaccinated.” Newsweek went on 
to describe those expressing con- 
cern about a possible relationship 
between Aaron’s shot and his death 
as “conspiracy theorists and anti- 
vaxxers.”’ 
Sunday, January 24 
e “The Norwegian government 
has plunged Norway’s capital city 
[Oslo] back into lockdown, clos- 
ing educational institutes, shopping 
malls, many public-facing busi- 
nesses and banning all events.” 
This came soon after the discov- 
ery that a potentially more danger- 
ous variation of the COVID-19 
virus was in circulation in Norway. 
The lockdown came just five days 
after Norway’s Health Ministry 
announced a loosening of previous 
restrictions. —Forbes online 
e CNN reported that the US 
surassed 25 million confirmed 
cases of coronavirus infection, and 
placed the number of related deaths 
at just under 418,000. Recounting 
the progress of the pandemic, the 
source said that by April 27, 2020 
the U.S. reached one million cases; 
by Aug. 9, five million cases; by 
Nov. 8, 10 million cases; by Dec. 
7, 15 million cases; by Dec. 31, 
20 million cases; Jan. 24, 2021, 
the current 25 million cases was 
reached. The article noted that 17 
other countries have reported more 
than 1 million cases of the coro- 
navirus. 
Monday, January 25 
e “Nearly 200 members of 
the National Guard deployed to 
Washington in the days leading up 
to Wednesday’s presidential inau- 
guration have tested positive for the 
novel coronavirus, and some offi- 
cials fear cramped rest and working 
quarters contributed to the spread, 
defense officials said.” The Wall 
Street Journal noted that “approxi- 
mately 26,000 Guard members. . . 
were deployed following the Jan. 6 
attack on the U.S. Capitol to secure 
the city through the Jan. 20 inau- 


guration.” 
Tuesday, January 26 

e Alarmaboutariseinteen suicides 
increased with news from Las 
Vegas, whose youth are in par- 
ticular peril from school closures: 
"Firmly linking teen suicides to 
school closings is difficult, but ris- 
ing mental health emergencies and 
suicide rates point to the toll the 
pandemic lockdown is taking." The 
rise prompted the reopening of Las 
Vegas area schools. 

Wednesday, January 27 

e Gov. Doug Burgum announced 
on Wednesday, Jan. 27, that he is 
lowering the state's COVID-19 risk 
level to "low," which allows bars 
and restaurants to serve more cus- 
tomers at once in their establish- 
ments. This is the second time this 
month the North Dakota Governor 
has lowered the state's risk level. 

The adjustment allows North 
Dakota bars and restaurants to 
serve up to 80% of their normal 
capacity with proper social distanc- 
ing guidelines beginning at 8 a.m. 
Friday, Jan. 29. 

Thursday, January 28 

e Amid the pandemic, there is 
one less thing for North Dakotans 
to worry about: flooding. Greg 
Gust, a state meteorologist, said 
“The spring snowmelt flood risk is 
currently quite low." The"subdued 
early spring flood outlook follows 
a top-10 flood year in 2020 and the 
wettest year on record in 2019," 
he added. "The meager snowpack 
is the result of abnormally dry or 
drought conditions." 

Friday, January 29 

e "The World's Most Vaccinated 
Nation Struggles with Virus 
Variants." Bloomberg News, report- 
ed on Israel's battle against the 
pandemic. "With more than 30% 
of its population vaccinated," said 
the article, "Israel leads the fight 
against COVID-19. Yet the emer- 
gence of more infectious variants is 
overwhelming its hospitals, show- 
ing the long road ahead for the rest 
of the world. 

"After inoculating 82% of Israelis 
aged 60 and more, going into a near- 
ly month-long lockdown and shut- 
ting down the national airport this 
week, Israel is indicating the end 
of the tunnel may be further away."

Saturday, Jan. 30 

e After previously discouraging 
the use of the recently developed 
coronavirus vaccines on preg- 
nant women, the World Health 
Organization changed its recom- 
mendations. "While pregnancy puts 
women at higher risk of severe 
COVID-19, very little data are 
available to assess vaccine safety 
in pregnancy,” said a spokesman 
for the organization. “Nevertheless, 
based on what we know about this 
kind of vaccine, we don’t have any 
specific reason to believe there will 
be specific risks that would out- 
weigh the benefits of vaccination 
for pregnant women." 

Sunday, Jan. 31 

e Some authorities have suggest- 
ed that people should start wearing 
two masks instead of one, for extra 
safety against the spread of COVID- 
19. But Michael Osterholm, the 
director of the Center for Infectious 
Disease Research and Policy at 
the University of Minnesota, said 
the benefits are doubtful. “If you 
add on another mask,” he said, 
“you may actually make it tougher 
for the air to move through the 
two-cloth area, and then at that 
point, it causes more air to actually 
leak around the sides, which actu- 
ally enhances your ability to get 
infected ." 

Osterholm also said that wearing 
one mask properly remains a chal- 
lenge for many. “One thing that’s 
really very important, is we see up 
to 25 percent of people who wear it 
under their nose. You know, that’s 
like fixing three of the five screen 
doors in your submarine. We’ve 
got to get people to start using 
these right. That would help right 
there tremendously” (NBC's Meet 
the Press). 

Monday, Feb. 1 

e Summarizing several major 
recent reports from mainstream 
agencies, Axios News summarized 
a “chilling trend: a longer, deadlier 
pandemic.” The Summary point- 
ed toward “mutated versions of 
the coronavirus” that “threaten to 
prolong the pandemic, perhaps for 
years — killing more people and 
deepening the global economic cri- 
sis in the process.” 

“The U.S. and the world are in a 
race to control the virus before these 
variants can gain a bigger foothold” 
said the report. “But many experts 
say they already expect things to 
get worse before they get better. 
And that also means an end to the 
pandemic may be getting further 
away.” 

e On the other hand, New York 
Times writer David Leonhardt 
though, offered what he called 
“Good Vaccine News.” The news 
about the vaccines, he said "contin- 
ues to be excellent, and the public 
discussion of it continues to be 
more negative than the facts war- 
rant. Here’s the key fact: All five 
vaccines with public results have 
eliminated COVID-19 deaths. They 
have also drastically reduced hospi- 
talizations." 

Tuesday, Feb. 2 

e NDSU announced that there 
will be no tailgating at the upcom- 
ing Bison game. The Fargodome 
will also be limited to 9,500 fans 
for the Missouri Valley Football 


Conference opener on Feb. 21 
against Youngstown State. 

e Fargo area road race organizers 
announced that the "ShamRock'N 
Run," an Irish-themed road race, 
is on for Saturday, March 21. The 
annual St. Patrick's Day parade 
will follow, and that afternoon the 
Bison will host arch-rival UND in 
football. 

The Fargo Marathon is normally 
in May but has been moved to 
September 25. Mark Knutson of 
Go Far Events noted that most of 
spring races have been pushed out 
to the fall. "It’s so far out it’s hard to 
think about it and get excited." But 
Mark is excited anyway. 

Wednesday, Feb. 3 

e Whereas some people are 
reluctant to receive a vaccine 
for COVID, most are ready for 
it. People in Cook County Illinois 
(home of Chicago) are eager. "To 
say interest is high would be an 
understatement," reported WBBM 
Newsradio 780. "The Cook County 
vaccination website had nearly 1.9 
million hits in the first hour of 
operation and 3,400 appointments 
were booked in the first 30 minutes. 
At its peak, the website experi- 
enced 65,810 hits in a single min- 
ute, which can slow down some of 
the functionality." 

A Spokesperson for the Chicago 
Area Department of Health said 
that "The demand for vaccines con- 
tinues to outpace the supply that 1s 
currently in the United States. We 
are aS anxious to provide vaccina- 
tions as individuals are to receive 
them, but we are asking residents to 
remain patient."

The story is the same 
across the industry. The National 
Marine Manufacturers Association 
said consumer demand for new 
boats surged across the United 
States in 2020 and sales reached a 
13-year high." 

"For the first time in more than 
a decade," said one industry repre- 
sentative, "we saw an increase in 
first-time boat buyers, who helped 
spur growth of versatile, smaller 
boats." Dirk Hyde, president of 
Lund Boats, said "We had a phe- 
nomenal January. If you want a 
boat, you better go out and buy 
now." Hyde added that "all of our 
brands, all of our styles are low on 
inventory." 

Friday, Feb. 5 

It was reported today that the 
total number of coronavirus vac- 
cinations have now exceeded the 
total number of cases worldwide. 
"A total of 107.3 million doses of 
the coronavirus vaccine have been 
administered around the world — 
while Johns Hopkins University 
recorded 104.5 million confirmed 
cases globally. The report ranked 
Israel as having the best vaccina- 
tion-to-case ratio, followed by the 
UK, and the U.S. in 3rd place.

NEW: As the coronavirus pan- 
demic moves into its second year, 
this column will begin featuring 
“One Year Ago this Week" to high- 
light a notable landmark from one 
year ago. Our first is from the time- 
line offered by the AJMC (American 
Journal of Managed Care). 

ONE YEAR AGO THIS WEEK 

e Chinas COVID-19 Deaths 
Exceed Those of SARS Crisis 
(reported Feb. 10, 2020): The 
COVID-19 death toll surpasses 
that of the severe acute respiratory 
syndrome (SARS) outbreak from 
17 years ago, totaling 908 reported 
deaths in China in the last month, 
compared with 774 deaths in the 
SARS crisis. 

Saturday, February 6 

e Business and consumer orga- 
nizations responded to the passage 
by the ND House of HB-1175, 
which would extend legal pro- 
tections to businesses that might 
face lawsuits related to COVID- 
19. The National Federation of 
Independent Businesses expressed 
support for the measure, arguing 
that spurious lawsuits would likely 
arise 1f COVID sufferers and their 
attorneys could draw any linkages 
whatsoever between the actions 
of a business and a coronavirus 
infection. In a written statement 
the NFIB said: “Liability protec- 
tion would not be extended to those 
businesses exhibiting gross mis- 
conduct or negligence.” 

AARP representative Josh 
Askvig, though, said the bill would 
“effectively ban seniors from liti- 
gating against long-term care facil- 
ities if COVID-19 was involved 
in the case.” Aslvog added that 
“We’ve had restricted visitation. 
The North Dakota Long-term Care 
Ombudsman, or the watchdog for 
the state, has had restricted access. 
And many times individuals in 
long term care facilities are unable 
to advocate for themselves.” 

Sunday, February 7 

Super Bowl: “Thousands of 
maskless Tampa fans flooded 
the streets, celebrating the Super 
Bowl win while risking a super- 
spreader event.” That was how 
the Washington Post described the 
post-game celebrations following 
the Buccaneers first Super Bowl 
win in 18 years. “Three barefaced 
Buccaneers fans jumped up and 
down on the roof of a white car, 
waving their arms,” the Post report- 
ed. “One man held out his phone 
and recorded the largely maskless 
crowd cheering, flying flags, hug- 
ging and colliding into each other. 
Other antics ensued, including 
hundreds gathering around a man 
who climbed a tree and swayed it 
back and forth; pedestrians walk- 
ing against traffic as cars drove by 
with celebrators standing through 
sunroofs waving team flags; and 
police officers getting knocked 
down as intoxicated patrons poured 
out of the bars by the thousands.” 

Monday, February 8: 

The family of U.S. House of 
Representatives member Ron 
Wright (R-Texas) announced he 
had died after battling the corona- 
virus. This made Wright the first 
member of Congress to die after 
contracting the virus. He was 67 
and had been battling cancer as 
well as the coronavirus when he 


died. Wright’s death spurred again 
the debate over whether someone 
who dies after testing positive for 
COVID-19 should be considered 
to have died from it or with it, par- 
ticularly since he was very ill even 
prior to infection. 
Tuesday, February 9 

South Dakota Governor Kristi 
Noem, who has received severe crit- 
icism in recent months for refusing 
to adopt highly restrictive COVID 
responses typical of many other 
States, asserted that SD's current 
economic success is partly due to 
her relatively laissez-faire policies. 
"Our economy is thriving," Noem 
told legislators. "We have the low- 
est unemployment rate in the coun- 
try — lower than it was before 
the pandemic. Families and busi- 
nesses are relocating to our state — 
we’re 4th in the nation for inbound 
migration, according to United Van 
Lines. And we’re a national leader 
in distribution of the COVID vac- 
cine. By all accounts, that is the 
best way that we can have success 
against the virus over the long 
term." 

Wednesday, February 10 

e In a column titled "Five things 
to know for February 10" CNN 
Online noted that "about 1 in 10 
Americans, or nearly 32.9 mil- 
lion people, have gotten their first 
dose of a COVID-19 vaccine. That 
sounds promising, but challenges 
remain, including supply short- 
ages, inequitable access and the 
looming threat of new variants." 

The report added that "this may 
not be a one-off deal. The CEO 
of Johnson & Johnson says he 
thinks people will need an annual 
COVID-19 vaccination for years 
to come. CNN Online didn't note 
the irony of an executive of one of 
the world's biggest pharmaceutical 
companies (valued currently at just 
under 433 billion dollars) asserting 
that people would need to rely on 
one of his company's most lucra- 
tive products for years to come. 

Thursday, Feb. 11 

e North Dakota, said the Fargo 
Forum, "the state that endured the 
most severe COVID-19 outbreak 
in the country last fall now has the 
second lowest number of cases per 
capita in the country over the last 
week, according to the CDC." 

e Media around the state reported 
on Governor Burgum's encourag- 
ing message from a Wednesday 
press conference: “While we don’t 
know exactly when or where 
the finish line will be," said the 
Governor, "we believe we’ve got 
an easier path ahead of us than 
behind us,” 

e Associated Press--"President 
Joe Biden said Thursday that the 
U.S. will have enough supply of 
the COVID-19 vaccine by the end 
of the summer to inoculate 300 
million Americans." 

Friday, Feb. 12 

Writing in USA Today, a team 
of nationally-recognized physi- 
cians, asserted that people should 
not worry about which COVID-19 
vaccines are most effective, since 
they all help prevent infections 
and/or make cases milder. "The 
best thing you can do is get vacci- 
nated as soon as you’re able," said 
the group, "with whichever vaccine 
is available to you first."

"SAYS ME” BY HERBERT J. 
GODDARD 
(from January 25, 1945) 

I never stop thinking about what 
a grand school and civic center 
that gym is, and how little thought, 
maybe, we give to the people who 
had any hand in building it. I even 
relax a little of my all-out dislike 
for the New Deal when I remem- 
ber that without the PWA [Public 
Works Administration], it would 
have been years at least before we 
could have had it without govern- 
ment aid. 

The basketball games I never 
miss, when they come on a free 
night for me. I like the action of a 
good game, the cheering section, 
and the way people get together in 
the bleachers and visit with people 
they maybe never see otherwise. 
It brings us all a little closer to 
our kids, and we get a thrill to 
see how capable they all are in 
their particular fields. I suppose 
every town feels the same way 
about its young people, but for 
my dough Ellendale has about the 
nicest group of high school kids in 
all the world. 

I like the capable way the 
mechanics of a basketball game is 
handled, starting with the fact that 
the gym is always warm and well 
lighted, ticket sellers and takers 
always in place, always courte- 
ous and smiling, the team well 
taken care of and all the rest of it. 
You realize, though perhaps only 
vaguely, that somebody had put 
a lot of time and thought into it, 
people like Charlie Hubbard, Supt. 
Ingvalson and Coach Slemmons 
and all their assistants. The score- 
keepers, timers and many others 
we are hardly conscious of, make 
their contributions to a perfor- 
mance that runs without a hitch.

enthusiasm--much of it from their fans--the Cardinals 
won the state B championship game that March, de- 
feating Elbowoods 44-30 and returning home to a pa- 
rade of enthusiastic townsfolk. 

An overlooked aspect of that season was the role 
played by the Dickey County Leader. Nearly every 
week, the Leader ran multiple articles by students tell- 
ing of doings at the school, including sports. These 
articles even gave some details about the cowbell 
phenomena. The editor, Herbert Goddard, himself an 
early EHS grad, was an enthusiastic booster. His Jan- 
uary 25, 1945 “Says Me” column (below) is a classic 
expression of community pride. It highlights the role of 
a newspaper in not only informing the public but help- 


ing to stir support for the home team. 


connection. A little party was held 
after the Lisbon game, and the 
visiting players were invited. I 
will have to accept hearsay about 
this, but I was told that the Lisbon 
boys came to the party and stood 
around by themselves. Nobody 
seemed to make a point of greet- 
ing the visitors, welcoming them 
and introducing them around. I 
think it should be done. 

What has escaped us, perhaps, 
is that these boys from the other 
towns who play here are nice kids 
too. They rate high in their own 
towns, their parents are proud of 
them, and with good reason, and 
they are good sports. They come 
here to beat our team if they 
can, and I don’t mean that, dur- 
ing the game, either team should 
forget for one moment that the 
main objective is to win the game 
according to the rules. But before 
the game, at intermissions and 
afterward, they are our guests, 
and everything possible should be 
done to make them comfortable 
and glad to be in Ellendale. 

There is a room at the gym 
provided for the visiting team, 
where they may dress. Showers 
and other facilities are available. 
The key is turned over to the visit- 
ing coach, and while the room is 
not being used, the players’ prop- 
erty is safe from loss. We have 
done a great deal for the comfort 
of the visiting team, but we could 
do a bit more. I think we should go 
just a little farther, which is why 
these suggestions are made, and I 
hope somebody will do something 
about it, or at least, consider the 
possibilities. 

One thing I noticed at the Lisbon 
game was the fact that a nice play 
on the part of the visitors drew 
cheers from the home-town fans. 
Naturally we are rooting for our 
own team, but we can also recog- 
nize good play on the part of the 
visitors. If they bring their own 
cheering section well and good, 
but transportation being what it

is, Sometimes only the team can 
make the trip. In such cases a little 
cheering for the visitors wouldn’t 
be amiss. 

In brief, let’s do everything we 
can for visiting teams so that when 
they return home they will think of 
Ellendale, next to their own town, 
as about the friendliest place they 
ever visited. Maybe if we do these 
things, other towns will follow 
our lead, and before you know 
it, the rivalry will be confined to 
the game itself. As far as I am 
concerned, any [bad] feelings that 
exist between towns come from 
the fans. The players are better 
sportsmen than we oldsters are. 





Herbert J. Goddard (1890- 
1960), was the second of three 
generations of family owners and 
editors of the Dickey Count Lead- 
er. "H.J." took over the paper in 
1915 upon the death of his father 
Fred. Shortly afterward the news- 
paper building was destroyed in 
the great 1916 fire. With the help 
of an able staff, he kept the paper 
going and put up a new building, 
which is the present location of 
Mike's Barbershop. 

A major Ellendale booster, H.J. 
often used his "Says Me" column to 
float new ideas for the community. 
Some of those ideas, most notably 
the creation of "Doc Lynde Day" in 
1955, became town traditions for 
years to come. In 1957, after 42 
years’ service, Herb passed the 
editorship to his son Malcolm.

"A pandemic" said an expert con- 
sulted by NPR, "is a shock both to 
labor demand and to labor supply, 
and it's a really significant shock to 
labor supply. There are many, many 
people who have pulled back and 
are deciding to sort of wait out this 
year and come back to work when 
the conditions are right."

e CNBC reported that "Freezing 
weather in regions across the U.S. 
sparked another rally in energy pric- 
es and put West Texas Intermediate 
crude on pace to settle above $60 
a barrel for the first time since 
the early days of the coronavirus 
pandemic.

e Numerous news outlets reported 
on what seems to be an unexpect- 
edly quick decline in the scope of 
the pandemic: "The number of new 
cases of COVID-19 reported world- 
wide fell by 16 percent last week 
to 2.7 million the World Health 
Organization said."

Seatbelt Goal 


by Ryan Gellner, Vision Zero 

Every year, approximately 
100 people in North Dakota die 
from motor vehicle crashes. This 
January alone, 13 people have 
died from motor vehicle crashes 
in North Dakota. Of those fatali- 
ties, at least 36% were not belted 
at the time of the crash (data is 
preliminary and subject to change 
until final crash reports are sub- 
mitted to NDDOT). That’s 13 
families whose lives will never be 
the same again. 

North Dakota has a statewide 
strategy to eliminate motor vehi- 
cle crash fatalities and serious 
injuries. Ask yourself, “How 
many motor vehicle crash fatali- 
ties are acceptable in North 
Dakota?” When you think about 
that question for a little bit, your 
answer is likely the same as mine: 
ZERO. 

One way to meet Vision Zero’s 
goal to eliminate vehicle deaths 
and serious injuries in North 
Dakota is by encouraging com- 
munities to implement seat belt 
use. Even though a majority of 
North Dakotan’s favor wearing a 
seat belt (83.7%), it is those who 
do not wear seat belts who are 
much more likely to lose their life 
in a crash. A Primary Seat Belt 
Law (SB 2121) would allow law 
enforcement officers to cite a driv- 
er or passenger for not wearing a 
seat belt, without any other traffic 
offense taking place. Officers say 
this is not about writing tickets 
but about helping people realize 


how important it is to wear one. 

Law enforcement are the first 
responders to traffic crashes, and 
they have told North Dakota com- 
munities repeatedly how impor- 
tant it is to buckle up. They know 
more than anyone how much of 
a difference wearing a seat belt 
makes when crashes happen. 

Seatbelts protect you by... 

1. Keeping you in the vehicle. 

2. Spreading the force of impact 
over a large area and the strongest 
part of the body. 

3. Allowing your body to slow 
down gradually, lessening the 
impact on internal organs. 

4. Preventing impact with the 
interior of the vehicle. 

5. Preventing collision with 
other occupants of the vehicle. 

6. Preventing trauma to the 
brain and spinal cord caused by 
sudden change in motion. 

Though zero deaths may seem 
like a lofty goal, I believe we can 
achieve it by working together 
and taking personal responsibility 
as a driver and vehicle occupant. 
Start by telling your family why 
it is important to wear a seat belt 
and set an example of what it 
means to be a good driver. That 
also includes transporting chil- 
dren in the appropriate child pas- 
senger safety seats, driving sober 
and distraction-free, and obeying 
all posted speed limits. Let’s keep 
our families, our community, and 
North Dakota safe.

ND House of 
Representatives Report 


Saving Rural Hospitals

Sometimes important parts of 
bills in the legislature do not make 
big headlines but affect thousands 
of people and the institutions that 
serve them. 

That is true of the Medicaid 
Expansion section of HB 1012, the 
funding bill for the N.D. Department 
of Human Services. 

Hospital administrators from 
District 28 contacted me about 
the need to reauthorize Medicaid 
Expansion and to retain the cur- 
rent reimbursement rates for the 
next biennium (2021-23). Human 
Services requested a cut in the rates. 

As a member of the House 
Appropriations Committee, I am 
working closely with Dist. 28 
Sen. Robert Erbele, who serves 
on Senate Appropriations, to make 
sure this funding is preserved and 
that the bureaucrats don’t get their 
way. Without it, rural hospitals, 
which struggle to survive on a good 
day, would be forced to close their 
doors. 

The federal government pays 90 
percent of the cost of Medicaid 
Expansion, so the state’s 10 per- 
cent share is a sound use of our tax 
dollars. It benefits 24,000 North 
Dakotans, and it prevents the shift- 
ing of costs to insurance companies 
and the people who would have 


to pay higher premiums for health 
insurance. 

It goes without saying that hos- 
pitals are facing many challenges 
during the pandemic, and the leg- 
islature needs to do its part to help 
them and the people they serve. 

There may be some good news 
coming for schools through pro- 
posed federal funds allocated to the 
state because of the pandemic. 

It is sounding like schools may 
get a special payment of $200 to 
$500 per student. 

Our schools had tight budgets 
before the pandemic started, and 
now they are struggling with lots of 
extra costs. It is not looking good 
for an increase in state aid because 
of the loss of revenue from the oil 
sector. 

The new federal money would be 
distributed by the N.D. Department 
of Public Instruction, which also 
handles state aid to school districts. 

I will keep you posted. 

The deadline for all bills to come 
out of the various committees in the 
House and Senate is Tues., Feb. 23, 
and floor votes must be completed 
by Fri., Feb. 26. 

The crossover break for both 
houses is Monday and Tuesday, 
March 1 and 2.

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Thomas Tiegs Named 
to Student Cabinet 


BISMARCK, N.D., North Dakota 
State School Superintendent Kirsten 
Baesler said her new Superintendent’ s 
Student Cabinet includes 23 students 
from across the state, from a third 
grader to two high school seniors. 

The Cabinet provides Baesler with 
advice and opinions about how to 
improve North Dakota’s schools and 
the direction of state education policy. 
The newly selected group will have 
its first meeting in March. 

“My Student Cabinets have been 
an invaluable source of information 
and advice about what is good about 
our schools, and how things can be 
better,” Baesler said. “They have 
made their mark in improving educa- 
tion policy in North Dakota.” 

Baesler founded the Cabinet in 
April 2015.

Its members serve for 
approximately 18 months. Student 
Cabinet members normally meet 
with the superintendent every three 
months, although meetings have been 
more frequent since the onset of the 
COVID-19 pandemic in April 2020. 

“It has been especially impor- 
tant to hear from the Cabinet mem- 
bers during the pandemic,” Baesler 
said. “They have provided essential 
information and details about how 
COVID-19 has affected education in 
their schools.”

ONE YEAR AGO THIS WEEK 

e On February 29, 2020 the 

CDC confirmed the country’s first 

COVID-19-related death in a virus 

patient in Washington state. The 

agency identified the patient as a 
man in his 50's. 

e On March 5, following the death 
of an elderly man who tested posi- 
tive for the coronavirus after return- 
ing home from a Grand Princess 
cruise, 2,422 passengers were quar- 
antined in their staterooms by order 
of the CDC. 

e The March 5 edition of the 
Leader ran a feature story on Terry 
& Ruth Lutz, TBC grads who just 
returned from China amid the coro- 
navirus lockdown. They told of rid- 
ing in a taxi to the airport on desert- 
ed streets in the normally packed 
districts of Nanjing, and of seeing 
people at the airport fully suited in 
protective plastic coverings. 


Saturday, February 20 

e The North Dakota Department 
of Health identified COVID-19 as 
the third leading cause of death 
in North Dakota for 2020. 1,435 
deaths were attributed to effects of 
the virus. Heart disease was ranked 
first. Second was “all cancers.” 
Alzheimer’s disease was fourth, 
and chronic lung disease was fifth. 
Accidental deaths were next, then 
strokes, then diabetes, and then sui- 
cide. —Forum Communications 

Sunday, February 21 

e Sportswriter Mike McFeely 
introduced the return of NDSU 
Bison football like this: “The strang- 
est season in NDSU’s 123 years of 
the sport, dating to 1894 with a 
few seasons vacated for wars and 
other obstacles, kicked off against 
Youngstown State.” McFeely noted 
that tailgating in the parking lot 
was not allowed due to COVID, but 
the local bars and restaurants were 
crowded. 

McFeely contrasted the game to 
the one Bison game against Central 
Arkansas last fall, where only 471 
family and friends of Bison players 
were allowed to attend. This time, 
“An announced crowd of 6,578 
filled the dome by one-third and 
rousted up enough noise to make 
the Bison’s 25-7 victory over the 
Penguins feel at least somewhat 
here’s that word again — normal” 
— Fargo Forum 

Monday, February 22 

e Speaking after the accumulation 
of 500,000 American deaths attrib- 
uted to COVID-19, president Biden 
spoke solemnly about the pandem- 
ic, after ordering flags to be placed 
at half staff for the next five days. 
“We have to resist becoming numb 
to the sorrow” said the President. 
“We have to resist viewing each 
life as a statistic or a blur or, on 
the news. We must do so to honor 
the dead. But, equally important, to 
care for the living.” 

e In an editorial published 
statewide today, Governor Doug 
Burgum gave an optimistic account 
of North Dakota’s response to 
COVID: “Our well-tested emer- 
gency response systems and pro- 
cesses have met the challenge of 
the biggest health emergency in 100 
years. This is a result of the wisdom 
of North Dakota’s founding fathers, 
the state’s constitution and elected 





leaders from decades past and pres- 
ent. 

“As new COVID-19 variants 
emerge, we remain full of grati- 
tude for the collective vigilance 
and resiliency of our citizens, with 
a special thanks to those who have 
been vaccinated for helping us 
move closer to community immu- 
nity. As our state motto declares, 
we are “one and inseparable” — no 
matter how long the race.” 

Tuesday, February 23 

e KVLY reported that The State 
of North Dakota is providing mul- 
tiple grants for suicide prevention 
efforts. “This grant effort” said the 
report, “comes as the state reports 
18.8 percent of North Dakota high 
school students say they seriously 
considered attempting suicide in 
2019, that’s compared to 12.4 per- 
cent in 2009. This survey was con- 
ducted before the COVID pandem- 
ic, where mental health problems 
increased or worsened. The most 
recent data from 2018 also shows 
nearly a quarter or 22.8 percent 
of North Dakota college students 
have reported suicidal thoughts. In 
a release, the state says it plans to 
award up to 19 grants with a total of 
$750,000 available”--KVLY Valley 
News Live 

Wednesday, February 24 

e KVLY Valley News Live report- 
ed that the Great Plains Food Bank 
hit a new record for food distri- 
bution in 2020. The 17.7 million 
meals served reflects an uptick due 
to the pandemic. Stressing the need 
for the services, Jared Slinde of 
Great Plains said “You learn pretty 
quickly that this is really a needed 
resource for a lot of who depend 
on us.” 

Thursday. February 25 

e North Dakota COVID-19 vac- 
cinations surpassed 200,000, the 
State Dept. of Health announced. 

e Pfizer CEO Albert Bourla told 
NBC's Lester Holt that his company 
is studying a third-dose regimen 
to discover its effectiveness and 
safety. The published report from 
NBC failed to mention that is in 
the interest of pharmaceutical com- 
panies like Pfizer (which grossed 
over $117 billion over the past 
three years) to advocate for more 
use of their products. The report did 
say that Moderna, a much smaller 
company (grossing under $1 billion 
for the past three years) is studying 
a third dose of its vaccines to see 
if that might help counter COVID 
variants. 

Friday, February 26 

e Writer David Leonhardt, one of 
the New York Times' leading spokes- 
persons on issues of national signif- 
icance, endorsed President Biden's 
use of the "wartime mobilization" 
idea in the case of COVID-19. The 
metaphor "feels appropriate," said 
Leonhardt, because "people’s lives 
are at stake." 

In expressing his feeling, 
Leonhardt failed to note that 
through the modern era, governing 
regimes in many nations have fre- 
quently invoked wartime analogies 
as an excuse for centralizing state 
power and limiting freedoms. Nor 
did he note that this has sometimes 
been invoked needlessly in the US, 
whose Constitution is designed 
to keep power decentralized to as 
great an extent as practically pos- 
sible.

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Artistry of Ellendale Native 
Featured in Aberdeen Magazine

When it comes to local art, 
one rarely thinks of Facebook as 
the place to display it. For Kevin 
Kendall, the Facebook group “You 
Know You’re From Aberdeen, SD 
If...” turned out to be the perfect 
place to showcase his art for many 
Aberdeen locals to recall memories 
of times gone by. 

Kevin’s art is unique to Hub 
City. He colorizes and edits histori- 
cal photographs of Aberdeen and 
restores them. It’s not as simple 
as taking any old picture and put- 
ting color over it in Photoshop. 
The photo must have clarity. More 
often than not, Kevin spends more 
time repairing and restoring the 
image before coloring it, and hav- 
ing a good foundation is vital for 
any of his pieces to come out accu- 
rately and just how he wants them. 
“If I know the date the picture was 
taken, I try to use colors that were 
available during that time. Also, if 
it’s a picture that someone knows 
what the colors were, that helps 
me a lot,” Kevin said. He utilizes 
charts and gauges of colors for 
exteriors like brick or siding and 
shingles on roofs. “I would say that 
about 80% of the time, I have to 
choose the coloring myself.” 

He uses a few tricks to turn 
some black and white shades back 
into the right colors, and that’s his 
biggest priority when it comes to 
historical photos: accuracy. But if 
a picture is missing a corner, Kevin 
will take artistic liberties to make 
the image look complete by adding 
his own structures or whatever else 
is needed. “I will try to use as much 
of the original photo as possible, 
but if I want to spark a memory, 
I will add certain items or even 
people to make the photo appear 
as if it’s actually a memory come 
alive,” said Kevin. 

“I started working with 
Photoshop about 20 years ago. At 
first, I just did the usual cut and 
paste with pictures for fun, but 
when I realized you could paint on a 
picture, I started restoring old fam- 
ily photos,” Kevin explained. As 
time went on, Kevin began to work 
on historical photos of Ellendale, 
North Dakota, his hometown. After 
attending college in Wahpeton, 
Kevin moved to Aberdeen in 1972. 
“Aberdeen was like this big city 
to us growing up, so it felt natural 
to end up here,” Kevin said. Much 
like the photos he posts in the 
Aberdeen group, Kevin also posts 
regularly in the “You Know You’re 
From Ellendale...” group. In these 
Facebook communities, people 
began to take notice of the care and 
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detail Kevin put into each picture. 
“When I started doing these types 
of pictures, I wanted to not only 
share my work, but I also wanted 
to learn more about the way people 
remembered certain times of their 
lives that are associated with dif- 


ferent places and people,” Kevin 
said. The Facebook group, “You 
Know You’re From Aberdeen, SD 
If...” has over 8,000 members, and 
posts are made regularly every day 
about Aberdeen history. The most 
obscure of Aberdeen’s facts to 
common knowledge can be found 
in the group’s search history, but 
members will also share personal 
family photos and the memories 
that accompany them. It’s these 
memories that keep Kevin inspired, 
and seeing how people relate to one 
another through memories, and in 
some cases, even reconnect over 
social media after years of no con- 
tact, have been the best results to 
come from his art. 

Being able to restore parts of 
Aberdeen’s history through photos 
has been an honor for Kevin. “Both 
my mom and dad suffered from 
dementia and couldn’t remember 
the good or bad times of their lives, 
so I know how important memories 
can be in old age. By colorizing 
these pictures, it gives the viewer 
a whole new look at a time that’s 
gone by, and it lets them relive 
parts of their lives with just a look 
at a picture.” 

Kevin’s art was previously on 
display at the historic Ellendale 
Opera House and the Ellendale 
Coleman Museum. He donated 
around 100 prints to the Opera 
House as part of a fund raiser, and 
they made 26 canvas prints that 
were displayed. The few prints that 
found their way to the museum 
were on display from November 
of last year until earlier this sum- 
mer. There are plans to dedicate an 
entire room to Kevin’s artwork at 
the Opera House in the future.

Saturday, February 27 

e The U.S. House of 
Representatives passed a mas- 
sive spending package which, its 
Supporters argued, is necessary 
to address the economic difficul- 
ties related to the pandemic. The 
1.9 trillion dollar package, which 
received no votes from Republican 
members and was opposed by only 
a few House Democrats, was then 
passed on to the Senate for delib- 
eration. 

e A scientific study entitled 
"Obesity May Hamper SARS 
COV-2 Vaccine Immunogenicity" 
found that markedly overweight 
individuals are likely to receive less 
immunity from current COVID- 
19 shots than those who are not 
overweight. The study also found 
that men and older people are at a 
disadvantage: "females, lean and 
young people," the abstract said, 
"have an increased capacity to 
Mount humoral immune responses 
compared to males, overweight and 
the older population." 

Sunday, February 28 

e The Fargo Forum announced 
that an additional $20 million in 
grants for the state's hotels, motels, 
lodges and resorts has been made 
available to help them weather the 
impact of the pandemic. 

The Forum also said that the 
Sisseton-Wahpeton Oyate (Native 
Community) is about to open a 
38-room, 28,000 square foot facil- 
ity to quarantine and care for tribal 
members with COVID-19. The 
facility was paid for with federal 
pandemic relief funds. 

Monday. March 1 

e Kaiser Health News reported 
that while there is widespread con- 
cern about coronavirus variants, 
there is no way for most people 
with positive test results to know 
whether or not they have contracted 
a variant. This is partly because 
testing for variants is difficult and 
partly because those labs that can 
test are not authorized to share the 
information with patients. Public 
health officials and clinicians say 
that being infected with a variant 
"won't affect patient care" and there

is little reason why someone would 
need to know if they had a variant. 
Tuesday, March 2 

e Texas Governor Greg Abbott 
announced he would soon lift the 
state's mask mandate. "COVID-19 
has not disappeared," said Abbott, 
but it is clear from the recoveries, 
vaccinations, reduced hospitaliza- 
tions, and safe practices that Texans 
are using that state mandates are 
no longer needed." The move was 
widely understood as making Texas 
"100% open." 

By ending the mask mandate, 
Texas joins 12 other states (includ- 
ing North and South Dakota) with- 
out a statewide mask requirement. 
Texas is the most populous state to 
drop the mandate. The Governor's 
move was opposed by many health 
authorities and news outlets.

Wednesday, March 3 

e In a story confirming wide- 
spread suspicion of government 
medical mandates, Reuters reported 
that as many as half of French 
health workers in care homes do not 
want to be vaccinated. "One reason 
for the scepticism," said Reuters, 
is that those recommending the 
vaccine are the same people--the 
French state--whom care home 
workers blame for their low pay 
and tough working conditions." A 
trade union official observed that 
"there's a complete loss of trust." 

Thursday, March 4 

e According to CBS News, 
"Several orangutans and bonobos at 
the San Diego Zoo have received an 
experimental COVID-19 vaccine 
developed specifically for animals. 
They mark the first known non- 
human primates to get the shot." 

e FARGO, N.D. (Valley News 
Live) - A spokesperson for the 
North Dakota Department of Health 
said that all three current vaccines 
(Pfizer, Moderna and Johnson and 
Johnson) are safe and effective. 
“You don’t really need to worry 
about shopping for a brand," said 
the spokesperson, who added that 
there is infrastructure in place to 
give the vaccine to everyone who 
wants it by the end of May. 

Friday, March 5 

* The Gallup Polling compa- 
ny reported that “a majority of 
Americans (60%) perceive the 
coronavirus situation in the U.S. as 
getting better, while 26% say it is 
staying the same and 14% believe 
it is getting worse. This record-high 
optimism likely reflects the steep 
decline in new COVID-19 cases in 
the U.S. in late January and early 
February.” At the same time, the 
report noted, “Americans' reports 
of the extent to which the pandemic 
has disrupted their lives, and their 
predictions for how long the dis- 
ruption will last, remain steady.

Asked about why he got interested 
in physical therapy as a career, Cole 
said one of main reasons was that 
there was (and is) a growing need 
for the services a trained therapist 
can provide. “There was an article 
about 2018 when I graduated that 
said the field was supposed to rise 
to 33 percent by 2034,” Cole said. 
“And with baby boomers getting 
older, the demand for is just going 
to keep increasing.” High school- 
ers thinking about career options 
should know that whatever happens 
elsewhere, if you become a physical 
therapist “you’re not going to go 
short on a job.” 

Asked about what sorts of person- 
al characteristics are best suited to 


this work, Cole said that was a good 
questions. “Not just with physical 
therapy but in the health care field 
in general,” he said, “you’ve got to 
be pretty caring and giving to the 
people you’re around. They deserve 
the best care that they can get.” 

Though physical therapists are 
paid well, Cole sees his work here 
as more than a job. He’s aware that 
he 1s working with elders who have 
also given much of their lives in 
service to their family, communi- 
ties, churches and other organiza- 
tions. It’s a chance, he said, “to give 
back to the people who have made 
Ellendale what it is, some of the 
people who live here. It’s kind of 
cool to give back.”

Mathern noted that central air 
can be installed even if there is 
no duct work in a home. One way 
is to put duct work in the ceiling. 
Another option is to install mini- 
splits. 

Floor heat is installed before the 
cement is poured. It is often placed 
in shops and basements. Floor heat 
boilers can be installed at a later 
date if the pipes are put in the floor 
before the cement is poured. 

When asked why Mathern 
decided on HVAC he said, “The 
trades are dying. I am willing 
to get my hands dirty. In high 
school they pushed four-year 
degrees. But I wouldn’t change it 
for the world.” He added service 
is always needed in ND and he is 
willing to do it. 

Right now, Mathern Heating 
and Cooling is working on a big 
job that is divided into two phases. 
He is currently working on run- 
ning duct work, setting furnaces 
and in the spring will do the air 
conditioning for a 180 x 100 shop. 
He does not have any employees. 
When help is needed, Mathern 
turns to his dad, Matt or his broth- 
er-in-law, Tucker Knudson. As 
the business grows, he may hire 
someone. First the business needs 
to support his family and be finan- 
cially secure enough to support 
another family. 

Mathern says generally he can 


answer a service call within a 
week. Sometimes as soon as the 
same day. Typically, it takes two 
or three days, unless it is an emer- 
gency. In North Dakota, no heat is 
a big concern and prioritized dif- 
ferently than just wanting some- 
one to look at a furnace. 

For now, his challenge is learn- 
ing to juggle family, career, farm- 
ing with his dad and his mili- 
tary career. He is currently a pla- 
toon sergeant or E7 with the ND 
National Guard unit based out of 
Lisbon. His duties include super- 
visor of heavy equipment opera- 
tors. 

Mathern is married to Julia. She 
is a big part of the business. Travis 
considers her his right-hand gal. 
Her skill set includes organization 
and bookkeeping. And keeping 
Travis in line! She tells him when 
it is necessary to reel back the 
expenses or when they can take on 
something else. 

The couple have four kids: Tate, 
11, Brooke, 8, Jake, 6 and Bryce, 
2. Mathern hopes to build his busi- 
ness and create a legacy for his 
kids. He thinks it would be awe- 
some if one of them would like 
to take over the business one day. 
Tate, the oldest is already asking 
if he can work alongside his dad 
next summer. It will get him out 
of the house, and he will get to see 
what his dad does.

ONE YEAR AGO THIS WEEK 

e On March 8, Italy placed all 60 
million of its residents on lockdown. 

e On March 11, ND reported its 
first case of COVID-19. Also on that 
day, the World Health Organization 
(WHO) declared the outbreak a pan- 
demic. Meanwhile, President Trump 
banned all travel from 26 European 
countries. 

e On March 12, total U.S. cases 
passed 1,500. 


Saturday, March 6 

e The U.S. Senate voted along 
party lines to approve the $1.9 tril- 
lion coronavirus relief bill, after a 
marathon 26-hour session in which 
the massive bill was read out loud. 
The New York Times recorded the 
complaint of Senate Republican 
Whip John Thune (S.D.): “This was 
as we suggested all along,” said 
Thune, “a very partisan process and 
a product that reflects a rushed, 
hurried attempt to get $2 trillion 
out the door.” Meanwhile “President 
Biden celebrated the bill’s passage, 
touting the measure as a critical 
step for the country’s return to nor- 
malcy.” The bill, said the President, 
will put the country “in a place to get 
back to normal.” 

e North Dakota’s Senators voiced 
disagreements with the 1.9 trillion 
dollar package, as did Representative 
Kelly Armstrong. “Legislation like 
this,” said Kelly in a prepared state- 
ment, “is why Americans are so frus- 
trated with Congress. There is more 
than $1 trillion in previously allo- 
cated funding sitting unspent. That 
money should go to help small busi- 
nesses recover, support our schools 
and provide vaccines.” 

Sunday, March 7 

e The Fargo Forum reported that 
the North Dakota legislature has 
voted to end its requirement that 
participants wear masks while in the 
legislative chambers. 

e “With the U.S. vaccination effort 
picking up speed, new coronavirus 
cases in the U.S. rose 1.5% in the 
week ended Sunday, the slowest 
increase since the pandemic began 
almost a year ago.” Bloomberg News 

e Coronavirus concerns present 
extra complications to the increas- 
ingly difficult problem of border 
control, according to CBS news. 
“Shelters overseen by the U.S. gov- 
ernment,” said the outlet, “received 
more than 7,000 migrant children in 
February due to a marked increase in 
the number of unaccompanied minors 
entering U.S. border custody.” The 
CDC dropped its social distancing 
requirement at the temporary hous- 
ing facilities on the border, which 
are now at or near their designated 
pre-pandemic capacity. 

Monday, March 8, 2021 

e Jury selection began today in the 
trial over the death of George Floyd 
“of the highest-profile criminal cases 
in Minnesota history.” 

ABC News reported that 
“Precautions to guard against the 
spread of COVID-19 have limited 
courtroom space, leading the judge 
to try Chauvin ahead of three other 
fired officers.” The ABC story also 
noted a bit of pandemic-related 
background to the situation that led 
to Floyd’s death. “Floyd, 46 . . . had 
lost his job as a restaurant bouncer 
due to COVID-19.” 


Tuesday, March 9 

e Governor Burgum stuck his bare 
arm out of his SUV at a drive- 
through center in Bismarck and 
received a dose of the Moderna 
vaccine today. Commenting on the 
vaccine, Burgum remembered how 
his grandfather, “a medical doctor, 
decided to cross over from private 
practice to a public health job after 
witnessing the devastation of the 
1918 influenza pandemic. That 
epidemic nearly killed an uncle. 
Another uncle was paralyzed for life 
after contracting polio.” 

Burgum added that “We’re for- 
tunate that it’s 2021 and not 1918 
because there’s going to be (mil- 
lions) of people around the world 
whose lives are saved or changed . . 
. because of these vaccines” (Fargo 
Forum). 

Wednesday, March 10 

e Fargo--This year’s El Zagal 
Shrine Circus has been canceled 
due to the ongoing COVID-19 pan- 
demic, the organization announced 
Wednesday, March 10. 

e "House Democrats passed a 
$1.9 trillion coronavirus relief bill 
on Wednesday, sending one of the 
biggest stimulus plans in U.S. his- 
tory to President Joe Biden’s desk" 
(CNBC). 

e During an interview on CNN 
today, Dr. Fauci, the most widely 
recognized government authority on 
Coronavirus, responded to the ques- 
tion of why the Biden administration 
and the CDC is still recommending 
that people who have received two 
doses of the vaccine not to travel. 

“They’re being careful, under- 
standably,” said Fauci. “They want 
to get science, they want to get data, 
and then when you don’t have the 
data and you don’t have the actual 
evidence, then you’ve got to make a 
judgment call.” 

Some observers, critical of what 
they see as excessively restrictive 
recommendations, pointed to the 
statement as evidence that COVID 
policy is not necessarily determined 
by science. For his part, Fauci said 
that “you’re going to see little by lit- 
tle more and more guidelines getting 
people to be more and more flex- 
ible.” He also stated that the CDC’s 
evaluation is a “multi-step process” 
that does not move all at once. 

Thursday, March 11 

USA Today reported that people 
who received a stimulus check last 
year for a spouse who was deceased, 
are supposed to send it back to the 
IRS. This is because checks sent 
out were based on 2018 and 2019 
returns. The article did not report on 
penalties. 

Friday, March 12 

The President held a ceremony 
today in which he signed the $1.9 
trillion American Rescue Plan into 
law. Bloomberg News described the 
ceremony as "kicking off a victory 
lap that aides and allies describe as 
a campaign to persuade the nation 
that he and fellow Democrats are 
responsible for preventing millions 
of Americans from enduring poverty 
and illness." 

"President Biden, Vice President 
Kamala Harris and their spouses 
plan to fan out across the country 
and highlight Americans receiving 
stimulus checks and coronavirus 
vaccines," said the report, "as well 
as businesses that have been able to 
stay afloat with government loans."

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Tax ID Scams 


Filing your income tax return 
as soon as possible is your best 
defense against tax-related identity 
theft. 

Tax ID scams usually work like 
this: Someone who has obtained 
personal information such as your 
Social Security number and date 
of birth files a tax return in your 
name. They do so as early as pos- 
sible, because the scam relies on 
the phony return getting to the 
Internal Revenue Service ahead of 
the real one. By the time you file, 
the fraudster may have already 
gotten a refund, and you won't 
know you’ ve been victimized until 
you get word from the IRS that it 
already has received “your” return. 

Warning signs that you may be 
a victim of tax ID theft include 
receiving a notice from the IRS 
that more than one return was 
filed using your Social Security 
number. Or, you receive a warn- 
ing from the IRS that you didn’t 
declare all of your income, based 
on wages from an employer or job 
you do not recognize. 

To prevent tax ID theft, file 
your return as early in the tax 
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season as possible. Keep personal 
and financial documents secure, 
and shred them when you no lon- 
ger need them. Never give out 
personal information such as 
your address, date of birth and 
Social Security number unless you 
know who's asking for it and why. 
Don’t routinely carry your Social 
Security card or documents con- 
taining Social Security numbers. 

When online, don’t click links 
or open attachments in an email 
unless you are certain of who sent 
it. Don’t enter personal or financial 
information on a website unless 
you know it is secure — look for 
https:// in the URL address or a 
padlock icon in the browser win- 
dow. When using public Wi-Fi, 
don’t do anything that involves 
password-protected accounts or 
personal or financial data.

--ONE YEAR AGO-- 

e On March 13 President Trump 
issued a Proclamation on Declaring 
a National Emergency Concerning 
COVID-19. 

e On March 15 the CDC recom- 
mended against any gathering of 
50 or more people for an 8-week 
period. 

e Also on March 15, Governor 
Doug Burgum ordered all North 
Dakota schools to be closed from 
March 16 to March 20. They would 
not re-open until the beginning of 
the fall semester. 

-- THIS YEAR -- 
Saturday, March 13 

e “Happy St. Patrick’s Day 
Weekend, Chicago!’ Said Chicago 
Mayor Lori Lightfoot. ‘Although 
we didn’t gather, we were able to 
honor long-standing tradition by 
dyeing the Chicago River green, 
thanks to the Chicago Journeymen 
Plumbers. If you’re heading out 
today, make sure to mask up and 
watch your distance.’” 

“The Chicago Plumber’s Union 
surprised residents early Saturday 
morning as crews cruised through 
the river in boats, leaving trails of 
green dye along the way. About 
20 minutes later, the Chicago 
River was completely green, just 
in time for St. Patrick’s Day on 
Wednesday." 

Sunday, March 14 

e David Leonhardt, writing in the 
New York Times, said that much 
of Europe is not doing well in its 
efforts to stop COVID-19. “Across 
most of the European Union, vac- 
cine rollout has been slow, and 
new cases are surging. Europe--the 
first place where the coronavirus 
caused widespread death--is facing 
the prospect of being one of the last 
places to emerge from its grip. My 
colleague Jason Horowitz writes 
from Rome: ‘Governments are put- 
ting exhausted populations under 
lockdown. Street protests are turn- 
ing violent. A year after the virus 
began spreading in Europe, things 
feel unnervingly the same.’” 

Leonhardt attributed the prob- 
lems to 1) too much bureaucracy; 
2) the insistence on negotiating 
lower prices on vaccines, which has 
stalled their release; and 3) vaccine 
skepticism: “Europe is the world’s 
epicenter of vaccine skepticism,” 
Leonhardt quoted an overseas col- 
league as saying. “That skepticism 
predated COVID, and now its con- 
sequences are becoming clear.” 

Monday, March 15 

e A Bloomberg News article dis- 
cussed “an emerging debate among 
scientists about how critical it 1s 
that children be immunized. Some 
say the case for inoculating kids 
is less pressing, given that their 
outcomes tend to be so much better. 
Worldwide, the rollout of vaccines 
has prioritized older people and 
others at risk because of their health 
or occupation.” 

“Vaccines for polio, diphtheria 
and meningitis were all geared to 
eliminate the most dangerous dis- 
eases in children,” said Michael 
Hefferon, an assistant professor 
in the pediatrics department at 
Queen’s University in Ontario. “We 
now have almost the opposite. It’s a 
disease of adults, and the older you 
get the more sinister it is. Therefore 
children are less relevant.” 


The debate has major implica- 
tions for school re-openings in areas 
where they are currently closed or 
running with only partial classroom 
instruction. 

Tuesday, March 16 

e The Aberdeen American News 
ran a story on the 3M plant on the 
east side of town, which opened 
in 1974 as the U.S.’ largest res- 
pirator manufacturing facility. In 
response to COVID-19 last year, 
3M announced the doubling of the 
plant’s size, adding two 60,000 
square foot additions. One addi- 
tion is done and the other is almost 
done. 

“The demand for our products 
at 3M Aberdeen has never been 
higher” said Daniel Uhlir of the 
Aberdeen plant. “Everyone under- 
stands this urgent need. We have a 
big responsibility.” 

The Aberdeen plant has added 
300 employees in the past year. “It’s 
been full steam ahead,” Uhlir said. 
And the plant is still hiring.

e Forbes.com--"Major U.S. banks

France 24 reported that "Macron 
had hoped a vaccination drive could 
stave off a new pandemic wave trig- 
gered by more contagious variants, 
and prevent France from resorting 
to more measures that risk slowing 
the economy and cooping up citi- 
zens. That approach is now being 
tested. The vaccine rollout has been 
slowed by an onerous European 
Union procurement process, sup- 
ply difficulties, public scepticism 
and, most recently, the suspension 
of vaccinations using AstraZeneca 
shots in more than a dozen EU 
states including France." 

Friday, March 19 

e A Yahoo News headline today 
read "Children are lonely, par- 
ents are stressed: CDC study finds 
remote learning taking a devastat- 
ing toll." 

"Virtual school is fostering isola- 
tion in children and stress in par- 
ents, according to a new study from 
the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. The findings confirm 
previous research into the deleteri- 
ous emotional and physical effects 
of keeping children out of school." 

“Virtual instruction might pres- 
ent more risks than does in-person 
instruction related to child and 
parental mental and emotional 
health,” the researchers said. 

The article noted that $130 bil- 
lion in the new 1.9 trillion spending 
bill is directed toward schools, and 
that much of this will likely be used 
to help address mental health.

-- ONE YEAR AGO -- 

March 22: The Ellendale Public School, having 
been closed as of March 19, announced that its grab- 
and-go meal program has been a "huge success." On 
Thursday, March 19th the workers served 25 breakfasts 
and 45 lunches. On Friday, March 20th they served 89 
breakfasts and 91 lunches. 

March 23: Ellendale Public School announced its 
plans to provide online learning for all students during 
the closure. A schedule for picking up materials on the 
next day was provided. 

March 25: Ellendale Public School teachers began 
online instruction, creatively improvising to meet the 
circumstances. 


-- THIS YEAR -- 
Saturday, February 20 

e The North Dakota Department of Health announced 
that “starting on March 29th any North Dakotan who 
wishes to be vaccinated may receive a COVID-19 
vaccine as long as they’re age eligible.” To clarify, the 
statement said that people under 18 may have to wait 
longer. “This change is being made more because most 
North Dakotans are essential workers or have an under- 
lying health condition and are hearing a lot of confu- 
sion over who is and isn’t an essential worker. We want 
college and university students who want access to the 
vaccine to be able to access it before they go home this 
summer” said the NDDH representative. 

Sunday, February 21 

e Dr. John Lee, a consultant pathologist to Britain’s 
National Health Service, gave a dark portrayal of the 
harms done to his country by the severe anti-COVID 
measures enacted over the last year. The retired profes- 
sor offered a perspective that is at odds with what gov- 
ernment officials and dominant media have portrayed. 

“One year on from the start of the first lockdown, 
the brutal price of this drastic policy is all too obvious. 
Amid battered public finances, rising unemployment 
and widespread business failures, entire sectors of 
the economy have been devastated. At the same time, 
the quality of life for most of the population has been 
profoundly diminished, just as education from primary 
to degree level has been undermined and non-COVID 
healthcare disrupted." Lee summed it up this way: 
"COVID-dominated Britain is a bleak unnatural land 
where all our ordinary freedoms are locked away" 
(London Daily Mail). 

Monday. February 22 

e The Associated Press reported that throngs of 
college-age people have been pouring in to the Miami 
area for their spring break, and have been openly defy- 
ing the 8:00 curfew. Over a thousand arrests were made 
in Miami Beach over the weekend. Over half were 
out-of-staters. City Manager Raul Aguila said they

were coming “to engage in lawlessness and an ‘any- 
thing goes’ party attitude.” Aguila also said the crowds 
“weren't eating at restaurants or patronizing businesses 
generating badly needed tourism dollars, but merely 
congregating by the thousands in the street.” 

Miami Beach Mayor Dan Gelber expressed frustra- 
tion. “I think there are very few places that have been 
Open as our state,” he said. “We’re in the middle of a 
pandemic. The virus is still very present in our com- 
munity. We have 1,000 infections a day on most days.” 

Tuesday March 23 

e The city of Fargo allowed its mask mandate to expire 
today. The mandate was implemented five months ago, 
when hospitals were struggling with COVID patients 
and pandemic was accelerating (Fargo Forum). 

The BBC said Brazil's health services were in their 
"worst crisis in its history" as death rates from COVID 
surpassed 100 per hour. Brazilian policy has been to 
refrain from lockdowns or other restrictive measures. 
Meanwhile, "President Bolsonaro has consistently 
played down the dangers of the pandemic, last week 
telling people to 'stop whining' about COVID-19." 

Wednesday, March 24 

e A detailed Los Angeles Times article published 
today said that bankruptcies during 2020 were actu- 
ally lower than in 2019. Two main reasons were 
given: 1) so many thousand of businesses (especially 
restaurants) simply closed without seeking bankruptcy 
protection, which is legally complex and 2) massive 
injections of government cash have kept businesses 
going. “Individuals don’t tend to file bankruptcy unless 
they really, really need to” said a consultant. “As long 
as there are a couple of dollars coming in the door 
from somewhere they tend to put it off.” The article 
did question whether the cash injections—which have 
been amped up with the new 1.9 trillion dollar stimu- 
lus plan--are simply delaying an inevitable flood of 
bankruptcies.

Some local congrega- 
tions already had expe- 
rience with broadcasting 
church services online, 
and others quickly learned 
the ropes.

-- ONE YEAR AGO -- 

¢ March 27: After Senate and 
House approval, President Trump 
signed the largest national eco- 
nomic aid package in history, 
directing over two trillion dollars 
to help with pandemic-related 
economic losses. 

e March 29: President Trump 
issued a statement advising that 
COVID-19 related restrictions will 
have to continue at least until the 
end of April. 

e April 2: The Leader ran the 
first installment of its "COVID- 
19 Timeline" with the following 
description: "Events related to 
the Pandemic have been occur- 
ring very quickly. While nobody 
can provide a reliable timeline of 
what lies ahead, we can provide 
a record of some of the major 
developments, national and local, 
up to now." 

Saturday, March 27 

e Bloomberg News reported 
that Brazil is "staggering under 
its worst period of the pandemic, 
with daily records of caseloads and 
deaths," and "a rising number of 
deaths among the young." 

About 2,030 Brazilians aged 30 
to 39 perished from COVID, twice 
the January total. 4,150 people over 
40 died with COVID in March, up 
from 1,823 in January. Deaths for 
those ages 20-29 jumped from 242 
to 505. 

“Before, the risk factor to dying 
from Covid-19 was being older, 
having some co-morbidity,” said 
Domingos Alves, a professor of 
medicine who’s part of the national 
monitoring group. “Now, the risk 
is being Brazilian.” 

Sunday, March 28 

e Fears of a new wave of coro- 
navirus infections were spurred 
on this news: "Hospitalizations 
related to COVID-19 are climbing 
in half of the U.S., the latest sign 
that the nation’s fourth upswing 
in infections is underway. Patients 
are younger, and their numbers 
are rising even in places with high 
levels of vaccine penetration and 
past infections" (Bloomberg Law). 

Monday. March 29 

e The University of North Dakota 
football team's game scheduled for 
Saturday, April 3, against Missouri 
State, was canceled due to COVID- 
19 concerns. The game will not be 
made up (Fargo Forum). 

e North Dakota tourism agen- 
cies reported that while the state's 
tourism numbers declined dur- 
ing 2020, the drop was less than 
most states experienced. "On the 
brighter side," reported the Forum 
New Service, "North Dakota’s 
wide-open spaces and precautions 
taken" aided a 12 percent increase 
in state park visitation, and sum- 
mer and fall camping surged. Also, 


the number of hunting and fishing 
licenses increased in 2020. 
Tuesday, March 30 

e The State Health Department 
announced that more than a quarter 
of all North Dakotans have now 
been fully vaccinated against the 
COVID-19 virus. 

e The timing of the increased 
cases appears to stem from a 
resumption of events, 

e "Youth Behind Uptick in 
COVID-19" said a Forum head- 
line today. The article stressed that 
cases among younger people have 
risen lately, but not severe sickness 
from the virus. The uptick was 
attributed largely to a resumption 
of school events, "including ath- 
letic tournaments and travel during 
spring breaks." 

"Also .. . people are growing 
tired of having to adhere to precau- 
tions ... as the pandemic grinds on 
beyond a year." One source said 
“I think there’s definitely some 
COVID fatigue going on.” 

Wednesday, March 31 

e USA Today gave an overview 
of the World Health Organization's 
new report into the origins of the 
COVID virus that cast doubt on 
the idea that it came from a lab. But 
the article also quoted Lawrence 
Gostin, a global public health law 
expert at Georgetown University. 
"China has literally managed the 
WHO experts" Gostin said, and 
"has told them what they can see, 
what they can't see, when they can 
see it, and there's credible evidence 
that they were involved in review- 
ing, if not strongly influencing, the 
report. The report didn't indicate to 
me how the WHO 1s going to gain 
access to the kind of independent 
sources that it needs when it hasn't 
been able to for over a year." 

Thursday, April 1 

e “Is COVID-19 killing cash?” 
Ted Rossman, writing at bankrate. 
com, observed that “Contactless 
payments — tapping a card or 
phone at the point of sale — have 
risen substantially during the pan- 
demic. Mastercard says 79% of 
global consumers are now using 
this technology, citing safety and 
cleanliness as key drivers. The 
U.S. has been slower than many 
other countries to jump on the 
contactless bandwagon, although 
that’s changing.” Switching to 
cashless, said Cashman, “isn’t 
about switching from dipping a 
card to tapping a phone. It’s taking 
a transaction that used to be made 
with cash and making it digital.” 

Friday, April 2 

e 56% of people responding to a 
new survey said they "feel the heat 
of judgmental eyes after sneezing 
or coughing. Another 55 percent 
shared they experience a slight 
moment of panic when they feel 
the urge to sneeze coming on" 
(www.studyfinds.org).

The Farmers National Bank, built in 1909 
(three years after First National), dispensed 
with most of this finery. That building, which 
now houses the Coleman Memorial Museum- 
-presented a simple and plain, but not unat- 
tractive, brick and concrete facade. These dif- 
ferences are likely in keeping with the bankers’ 
understanding of their clientele: the somewhat 
simpler image projected by the Farmers Bank 
might have had more appeal to the people for 
whom the bank was named. All area banks, of 
course, catered to as many customers as pos- 
sible. But the difference in architecture gives 
hints as to the appeal of each to different sorts 
of patrons. 

By the turn of the new century, Sefton’s busi- 
ness interests were so diversified that he did 
not identify solely as a banker. Meanwhile, his 
friend F.B. Gannon, another big player in area 
business, had joined with Richard Crabtree, 
B.R. Crabtree and C.A. Morrison. The partners 
formed a new entity, which in 1902 received 
a national charter and began operating as 
Ellendale’s First National Bank. 

The size of Gannon’s abilities and aspirations 
is suggested by a deal closed shortly before the 
new building was complete. The Oct. 11, 1906 
Leader reported that Gannon had just “closed 
the largest real estate deal the past week ever 
made in Brown County. He purchased nine-

Hi Everyone, 

I have gotten many phone calls concerning 
the illegals coming in from the south. I spoke 
with the director of ND Homeland Security 
Cody Schultz, as well as the ND state Health 
Officer Dirk Wilke, and they both said at this 
time there is no plan to bring people into ND 
and house them. 

SB2266 was heard Friday. The bill questions 
the terms of use as a requirement for employ- 
ment such as good moral character, moral 
turpitude, moral fitness and other references 
like that. Apparently these terms are considered 
outdated by some people. Your GVA Committee 
voted for a "do not pass" because these terms 
already have definitions and they are still rel- 
evant today. 

SB2246 is a bill that I carried and it passed 
in the house 87Y-6N SB2246 creates a pilot 
program for a court docket for veterans. In 
other words it would provide veterans court for 
when a veteran gets in trouble with the law. The 
veteran will be able to work with other veterans 
to assist them as well as having a veteran judge 
who is able to understand issues in the veteran 
community better than a civilian judge. The bill 
passed 87Y-O6N. 

HB1272 is the second amendment sanctuary 
bill that I am a co-sponsor of, was heard in the 
Senate Judiciary but has not been acted upon 
yet. 

SB2218 Yearly Legislative Sessions. I voted 
against this bill. The goal of the bill sponsor is to 
have a short session on the even years and a long 
session on the odd numbered years. Opposing 
testimony and research have shown that for 
states going to this type of system, the benefits 
did not outweigh the costs. Government creep 
and increasing costs are an issue. Currently your 
state legislature can be called in by Legislative 
Management or the Governor if needed. Your 
House GVA gave the bill a do not pass 11 Y-3N. 

SCR4007 Adding the ND Agriculture 
Commissioner onto the Board of Universities 
and School Lands. The proposal would make 
this a six member board. We had good debate 
about this issue including removing a current 
member so that we wouldn’t have an even 
number of members on the board. We started 
a subcommittee to research this issue further. 
Ultimately the people will be voting on this 
issue if passed. 

SB2121 The primary seatbelt bill. The goal of 
this bill was to force people to wear a seatbelt or 
get a fine. The people voted this down in 2014 
and yet it comes up every session. The bill failed 
by two votes in the House so it is gone for two 
more years. 

SB2274 The naturopath bill 
seeks to give the authority to pre- 
scribe pharmaceutical drugs to a 
limited degree to clients of natu- 
ropaths. While this bill is opposed 
by some of the medical com- 
munity, it has huge support by 
the public. We will be voting on 


teen quarters of land in Portage township. It is 
reported Gannon brothers will use the land for 
ranch purposes. Considering the fact that F.B. 
has always been a 'bear' in the land market, this 
purchase makes the other fellows feel like they 
had not been handling dirt. The purchase price 
was $30,000.” 

The proven ability to make such transactions 
is an important clue as to why Gannon and his 
associates contracted for such a fine building. It 
also points to the high level of prosperity that 
existed here and in the region in the early years 
of the 20th century. Other town buildings tes- 
tify as well to that prosperity: they include the 
Dickey Hotel (1908-1914, most recently known 
as the Nodak); the Ellendale Opera House 
(1909); and the new County Courthouse (1912). 

With more than enough space to hold a 
banking enterprise, the Sefton Block housed 
Ellendale’s post office, a lawyer’s office, and 
barber shop, and a fine upstairs living quarters. 
Its prominent location made it a memorable 
landmark for anyone passing through town by 
road or stopping off by train. It was a point of 
pride for Ellendale boosters and a good adver- 
tisement for the town. 

The building was less than ten years old 
when it survived the worst catastrophe ever to 
hit Ellendale. When the smoke cleared from 
the May 9, 1916 fire, the Sefton /First National 
Bank block was the only thing standing on the 


south side of Main Street clear to City Hall. 
Its survival during the conflagration had been 
by no means assured. Here is one newspaper 
account: 

“By hard fighting the First National Bank 
block, a two-story brick, was saved, but all the 
rest clear through two blocks to the city hall 
were completely destroyed. The frame residenc- 
es on the south side immediately caught fire and 
inside of thirty minutes from the time the alarm 
was given it seemed that the whole town was an 
inferno. Through sheer lack of more material in 
its path, the flame subsided, leaving scarcely a 
building through from Main street two blocks 
wide nearly to the city limits” (North Dakota 
Record, May 11, 1916). 

Ellendalers faced their biggest fire with for- 
titude. And, as a currently popular phrase goes, 
they did “build back better.” Had the bank on 
the corner been destroyed, though, it is unlikely 
that a better one could have taken its place. 

Those who have worked in and patronized 
the building over the past 115 years have no 
doubt been inspired by its looks. And the same 
appreciation for elegant design that spurred its 
construction was applied in the late 20" cen- 
tury to its renovation: thanks to the foresight of 
its owners, it went into the 20th Century, under 
the name Starion, with an exterior that still 
appears in most respects identical to that of the 
earliest photos.

We are finishing up day 53 here at the Capitol. 
The light is slowly showing at the end of the 
tunnel, and the end is starting to come into sight. 
It sounds like the Legislature's goal is to finish 
up around April 23rd, which would leave us 
enough days in December to work on redistrict- 
ing, which takes place every 10 years. 

This session will be busy until the end. One 
of the most important topics that will be debated 
during these last weeks is what the Legislature 
will do with new Federal dollars from D.C. In 
the new package passed by Congress, North 
Dakota will be receiving $1.362 billion. Of the 
amount, $1.011 billion will be going to the state 
government, $41 million will be distributed to 
the metro cities, $148 million will go to coun- 
ties and the rest will be going to various political 
subdivisions. 

Half of the funds will be received by the state 
within 60 days of the bill passing Congress, and 
the rest within 12 months. However, there are 
many strings attached to 
the feds' dollars, specifi- 
cally with dollars to the 
state. Those strings have 
not been wholly defined 
yet, meaning we do not 
know the exact param- 
eters with which the state 
can allocate the funds. 
Every day we learn more 
and more about how we 
will be able to allocate 
the money. This is why 
it will take until the 
very end of the session 
before those decisions 
are made. 

Along with the Federal 
dollars, the Legacy Fund 
bills have made it through 
the Senate committees 
with amendments. This 
means if they pass the 
Senate, those bills will 
go to conference com- 
mittee and be debated. 
The Senate increased 
the dollar figure for the 
bonding proposal and 


changed how the Legacy Fund stream would be 
allocated and distributed. 

While the House and Senate may differ on 
how to use the Legacy Fund's earnings, one 
thing is certain: both chambers want to main- 
tain, preserve and grow the Legacy Fund for 
generations to come. Nobody is looking at 
spending the principal. 

Both bills have a focus of providing funding 
for critical infrastructure projects. Thirty million 
dollars is being proposed to go directly to town- 
ships to deal with the critical needs of improv- 
ing their roads. Ten million dollars will be 
divided up among all the townships, and twenty 
million will be directed by the N.D. Dept. of 
Transportation via their distribution formula to 
go to specific critical need areas in townships. 

Some committees are finishing up their regu- 
lar work and now will begin to move to confer- 
ence committee. For those who don't know, a 
conference committee is a committee made up 
of members from the House and Senate. When 
a bill passes both chambers, but there is a dis- 
agreement between the chambers, these com- 
mittees work out the differences and get bills 
into the final shape for a final vote.

-- ONE YEAR AGO -- 

e April 6, 2020: Almost 90% of 
students globally are affected by 
school closures — over 1.5 bil- 
lion children and young people, 
according to the World Health 
Organization. 

e April 8, 2020: The Fargo 
Forum reported that six living cen- 
ters (including retirement and nurs- 
ing homes) in the Fargo-Moorehead 
area have known or reported cases 
of COVID-19. 

e April 9, 2020: the sixth North 
Dakotan died from COVID-19 
related illness. 

e April 10: Trinity Bible College 
and the University of Mary, both 
private institutions, were named 
among the recipients of Coronavirus 
Aid, Relief, and Economic Security 
(CARES) Act monies. The U. of 
Mary received $768,094 and Trinity 
Bible College received $102,196. 

Saturday, April 3 

e “With a total of more than 
425,000 shots administered, North 
Dakota remains a national leader in 
the rollout of the COVID-19 vac- 
cine. The state has opened up its 
vaccine eligibility to all in the gen- 
eral public who are over 16 years 
old” (Fargo Forum). The Forum 
did report, however, that the state’s 
active COVID-19 cases had dou- 
bled in the past month. 

Sunday, April 4 

e “Several residents of an assist- 
ed-living facility in South Dakota 
have tested positive for the corona- 
virus after being vaccinated.” The 
outbreak led to an investigation by 
the SD Dept. of Health, to deter- 
mine if the vaccine was adminis- 
tered properly. The owner of the 
facility, located in Salem, SD, did 
not think that was the problem. 
He noted that a similar outbreak 
occurred in Washington. “It’s 95% 
effective,” he said of the vaccine. 
“Think of all the millions of people 
it won’t cover.” 

Monday, April 5 

e School districts in Fargo, West 
Fargo and Moorhead announced 
they will allow their senior proms 
to go forward, however everyone 
will have to wear a mask. Planning 
committees at schools throughout 
North Dakota are considering simi- 
lar measures. 

e "More than 100 demonstrators 
gathered outside the North Dakota 
Capitol on Monday, April 5, cheer- 


ing their support for a bill under 
consideration in the Legislature that 
would ban mask-wearing mandates. 
House Bill 1323 would prohibit 
the state or any local governments 
in North Dakota from mandating 
an individual to wear a face mask, 
face shield or other face covering" 
(Fargo Forum). 
Tuesday, April 6 

According to Dr. Anthony 
Fauci, chief medical advisor to the 
President, the federal government 
will not require vaccine passports 
for travelers or businesses after 
the pandemic (Politico Dispatch 
Podcast). 

Wednesday, April 7 

e A new Gallup poll summary 
said that only “35% of U.S. adults 
now say they are very or somewhat 
worried about contracting COVID- 
19, the lowest point in Gallup's 
trend since April 2020.” The sum- 
mary also indicated that only 22% 
of Americans are "very or moder- 
ately worried" about the pandemic 
limiting access to medical services 
(news.gallup.com). 

e Clinics in the Fargo-Moorehead 
area now have more vaccine on 
hand than people to administer it 
to, and thus are allowing walk-ins 
(Fargo Forum). 

Thursday, April 8 

e Yet more vaccines are in the 
works: "A unique vaccine produced 
by the Walter Reed Army Institute 
of Research started clinical test- 
ing Tuesday, and Army research- 
ers hope it will combat variants of 
SARS-COV-2, the novel coronavi- 
rus that causes COVID-19" (Army 
Times). 

Friday, April 9 

e CNN reported on a relative- 
ly new phrase: vaccine hesitancy. 
"Nearly 40% of US Marines are 
declining Covid-19 vaccinations, 
according to data provided to CNN 
on Friday by the service, the first 
branch to disclose service-wide 
numbers on acceptance and decli- 
nation. 

"As of Thursday, approximately 
75,500 Marines have received vac- 
cines, including fully vaccinated 
and partially vaccinated service 
men and women. About 48,000 
Marines have chosen not to receive 
vaccines, for a declination rate of 
38.9%" (CNN). 

The same CNN report also men- 
tioned that rural residents have 
accepted the vaccine at higher rates 
than urban residents.

Along this line, Michael mentioned a favor- 
ite author, Caroline Dweck, who encourages a 
“growth” mentality, rather than a “fixed” men- 
tality. “A growth mindset,” explained Michael, 
“would say, ‘well I’m not good at that, but I can 
get better at that.’ So, the idea is for a parent 
to encourage the work, encourage the process, 
don’t encourage the result.” 

Michael thinks that the need for encouraging 
continuous work applies on a much wider scale 
than just parents and teachers. “Hopefully,” he 
said, “that’s what music teaches kids--teaches 
me even--is that you are not going to be great 
at something the first time you do it. That’s the 
hard thing I think for culture at large to have 
in mind. We could really care less about kids 
playing in band, we just think of it as a good 
activity.” We sometimes wonder “why don’t we 
have many musicians any more? Why don’t we 
have community bands in Ellendale, You know, 
things like that? It’s like, well no one thought 
it was important enough to keep playing, or 
recognize that if I keep playing, I’ll get better.” 

Michael is conscious of being part of a long

The idea in question was not to bring down 
water from the sky, but to bring it up from the 
ground in great quantities, and literally alter 
the local climate. Today it might be called an 
attempt at “geoengineering” or “man-made 
climate change.” The rationale and method had 
been laid out plainly two years early in a local 
editorial: 

“The recent drought,” wrote the editor in 
the 1887, “has greatly depressed the hopes of 
many farmers, and to a certain extent lessened 
their faith in the future of their adopted country, 
and there can be no doubt that we have more to 
fear from drought than from all causes of loss 
combined." 

"We believe that every township in Dickey 
County should bond itself to sink an artesian 
well at the point of its highest elevation, and 
lead its waters by the longest practicable route 
to join the Dakota, Cottonwood, Elm or Maple 
as the case may be. There are thirty-two town- 
ships in the county, and thirty-two flowing 
streams such as the Ellendale well would sup- 
ply, would give an aggregate of water surface 
of thousands of acres from which the sun would 
evaporate millions of gallons of water, which 
in due time would fall in refreshing dew and 
drenching rains on our fields and pastures. 

"Talk this matter up with your neighbors and 
let some action be taken toward this end." 

--Dickey County Leader, July 1, 1887 

The men who called the 1889 meeting had 
another reason besides the heat for holding it in 
the street. Just a few yards to the east was the 
fire hall, topped with a bell tower, on the corner 
where Ellendale’s water tower stands today. 
Inside was the head of an artesian well "with a 
force sufficient to throw a stream of water over 
the court-house cupola." 

Proud of their abundant water, in 1887 the 
city added "a stand pipe just east of the hose 
rooms, which throws a stream of artesian water 
to the height of 18 or 20 feet." With the base 
built around the pipe, the Leader called it "the 
finest fountain in the territory." As the open-air 
meeting commenced, the attendees could see

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tradition of musical excellence in Ellendale that 
goes back to the earliest years of the Normal 
and Industrial School here. As he works to 
impart to his students the values and skills that 
lead to musical excellence, he hopes his pro- 
gram’s reputation will draw in more students. 
But even though the numbers have been small 
compared to what they would be at a place 
like NDSU, where a friend who is a world- 
renowned musician teaches, he doesn’t feel his 
time here has been wasted. “Part of the benefit 
of being at Trinity,” he said, “1s my own enrich- 
ment. I grew up in the Assemblies of God, I 
did music, but now I am doing my music skills 
in a lot of different ways than I expected. Like 
piano performance. I like playing Mozart and 
Beethoven Sonatas and Lizst and stuff.” 

Moreover, Michael has had a lot of time to 
think about the meaning of music, both for indi- 
viduals and for communities and for churches. 
On his shelves are numerous books about wor- 
ship, all of which he regards as holding ideas 
that can lead to more growth, more ability to 
express himself through music and help others 
to do the same. 


the fountain at their right, and they could hear a 
gurgle of water. 

J.S. Richie, the meeting’s chairman, instruct- 
ed the meeting that 1t would be “most desirable 
that the capabilities of the wonderful artesian 
wells of the valley of the James should be inves- 
tigated and utilized.” Even if the boldest claims 
about opening up the underground floodgates 
weren’t true, he said, “the benefit 
of heavy dews from the water sur- 
face would amply repay the cost of 
several wells.” 

Mr. B.T. Martin of the local 
Farmer’s Alliance said that by 
August 1, a committee would meet 
at LaMoure to prepare a report on 
the idea that “would be presented to 
the Senate committee.” 

George W. Parkes, a promi- 
nent leader, said that “this was 
the most important matter that had 
ever come before the people of 
Dickey County” and urged sup- 
port for a substantial organization 
to push the idea. M.E. Randall, a 
respected local retailer, was “in 
favor of immediate action” and 


“Being at Trinity," said Michael, has raised 
the question "what does music mean in the 
church?

said that “the people of Dickey 
County should attempt to increase 
the water area of the county by all 
means in their power, and encourage 
the adoption of similar measures in other coun- 
ties.” 

Attorney C.W. Hall, a graduate of Harvard 
Law School, was perhaps the best educated 
speaker. Hall repeated published claims about 
how artesian wells had transformed French 
Algeria. He looked to “a never failing stream 
of from four to eight million gallons per day” 
in Dickey County, flowing from “wells where 
their water could be utilized for irrigation as 
fast as permanent sluices could be constructed.” 

The only slightly skeptical voice at the meet- 
ing was raised by M.F. Merchant, a respected 
Ellendale physician. Dr. Merchant had previous- 
ly shown his interest in agriculture by authoring 
a detailed article on dealing with the cornworm.

Nor would they realize its 
ecological implications, some of which would 
be taken into account only years and decades 
later. But the meeting did spawn a ten-person 
committee of serious-minded influential lead- 
ers that really meant business.

But it would be a mistake to underestimate the 
power of the vision that led them to pursue such 
plans.

e April 12, 2020: For the first 
time in history, nearly all churches 
in the nation canceled their normal 
Easter services. 

e April 13, 2020: KVLY posted 
photos of the Fargodome filled with 
rows of cots, prepared to serve as 
emergency hospital for COVID-19 
patients. The facility was never need- 
ed. 

e April 14, 2020: Two competing 
change.org petitions in North Dakota 
have each garnered over 5,000 sig- 
natures. One petition demanded that 
Governor Burgum issue a "shelter-1n- 
place" decree. The other demanded 
that he not issue such a decree. 

e April 15, 2020: Brown County, 
SD reported one new COVID-19 
case; statewide cases now exceeded 
1,100; SD Governor Kristi Noem 
resisted calls for statewide "shelter in 
place" order following an outbreak at 
a Sioux Falls pork plant. 

e April 16, 2020: Governor Burgum 
extended mandatory closures on 
music venues, gyms, movie theaters, 
massage and tattoo parlors and hair 
and nail salons were to remain closed 
until at least April 30. Restaurants 
and bars were still permitted to offer 
drive-thru, takeout and delivery ser- 
vices but could not serve patrons 
in-house.

e "As a lifelong resident of the 
Northwest Angle, Rick McKeever 
likely has crossed the Canadian bor- 
der hundreds of times traveling to 
and from his home, that oddity of 
U.S. geography surrounded on three 
sides by Canada and cut off from 
the rest of Minnesota by some 40 
miles of Lake of the Woods.

"There were only seven counties in 
North Dakota where less than 30% 
of the eligible population had gotten 
at least one dose of the vaccine as of 
Friday, according to health depart- 
ment data.

Responding 
to the assumption that the suspension 
was based only on "5 or 6 cases" of 
dangerous blood clotting, indepen- 
dent reporter Sharyl Attkisson (for- 
merly of CBS) noted that statistically, 
few cases of adverse reactions to 
medications in general are ever actu- 
ally reported: most adverse reactions 
are attributed to other causes. The 
FDA, she suggested, was not relying 
just on a few raw numbers. 

"As scientists have established, 
each known case represents what 
they say is an exponentially higher 
number of actual incidences that go 
unreported/undetected." 

Attkisson's observation went 
against the assertion, which has been 
repeated widely, that the FDA sus- 
pension had no basis in evidence.

e Senior Swedish virologist Johan

1882, when residents relied on a ditch, and “drank the water from one 
end, and washed themselves in the other." The town's sewage goes to 
these settling ponds southwest of town, where natural processes break it 


down and make it harmless. 


In discussing how he got into 
the business, Brandon stressed 


that operating a sewage pumper 


isn’t a simple matter: it requires a 


state license that must be renewed 


annually, and regular in depth- 
trainings are part of the require- 
ments. Handling sewage is a seri- 
ous business. 

Once the tank is full on a sew- 
age truck, it can be unloaded at the 
primary city lagoon, located on the 
southwest outskirts of Ellendale 
(see photo above). By coinci- 


dence, the lagoons are located 


close to Brandon’s property. Last 
week the Ellendale City Council 


raised the cost of dumping a load 


from the previous $10.00 fee to 
$25.00, which will help a bit with 
the ever-rising costs of city sani- 
tation. The price change didn’t 
seem to bother Brandon, though 
he mentioned that it’s more than 
Aberdeen charges. When he is 
working near Aberdeen, he says 
he prefers to dump there anyway, 
as the load inside the tank tends to 
slosh around a lot, which makes 


driving one of these trucks sort of 


interesting. 


Brandon started out his porta 


potty business with 25 units, 
each of which is decked out with 
his brilliant green “Top Notch” 
emblem. Already they are all in 
service, and he expects it won’t 
be long until he will be getting 
more. “It’s crazy how many 
people are calling me wanting to 
get something set up,” he said.

ONE YEAR AGO LAST WEEK 


April 24, 2020: Clark, maker of 
Scott and Cottonelle toilet paper 
and Kleenex tissue, announced a 
45% increase in profits for the first 
quarter of 2020. 

April 28, 2020: President 

Donald Trump signed an execu- 
tive order to reopen America’s 
meat processing plants. The order 
invoked the Defense Production 
Act to classify meat processing 
as “critical infrastructure.” The 
goal was to prevent shortages of 
chicken, pork and other meat on 
supermarket shelves. 

April 29, 2020: North Dakota 
recorded its 1,000th positive test 
for COVID-19 as testing accelerat- 
ed; the biggest “hot spot” 1s Grand 
Forks’ LM Wind Power plant, with 
128 total known cases. 

April 30, 2020: The World 
Health Organization pointed to 
Sweden as a “model” that others 
should look at as they decide how 
to climb down from coronavirus 
lockdowns. Sweden’s approach 
was controversial, because it relied 
largely on advice to citizens on 
how to be safe rather than mandat- 
ing closures and bans. 


LAST WEEK 


Saturday, April 24 

e The Fargo Forum reported 
on a new bill signed by Governor 
Burgum that protects business own- 
ers from spurious lawsuits related 
to the COVID-19 pandemic. 

"The new law will likely sink any 
civil lawsuits brought by employ- 
ees who allege they contracted or 
were exposed to the coronavirus at 
work — unless they believe their 
employer intended to hurt them." 

The bill was passed by a wide 
majority of the mainly Republican 
legislature. It is similar to bills in 
other states and one at the fed- 
eral level that was rejected by 
Democrats who argued that such 
bills could harm employees by lim- 
iting their legal rights. 

Sunday, April 25 

e The BBC said India has had 16 
million cases and 186,000 deaths 
from COVID-19, and has critical 
shortages of hospital beds, medi- 
cine, and oxygen. "The devastating 
effect," said the report, "is evi- 
dent in the images pouring in from 
crematoriums across the country 
of anguished families waiting for 
hours to perform last rites, mass 
cremations as cities run out of space 
to honour the dead and incessant 
plumes of smoke from funeral 
pyres." 

The BBC article also said that 
some Indian journalists think India's 
COVID death rates are much high- 
er than what has been officially 
reported. 

Monday, April 26 

e "COVID-19 has changed the 
way a lot of people think about 
office environments." That's 
according to Nadir Settles, manag- 
ing director for the Real Estate divi- 
sion of the Chicago-based Nuveen, 
Inc. “We are doing outdoor spaces 
in almost every single one of our 
projects. That’s how important we 
believe they are,” said Settles. 

Settles said the change is more 
than just a response to the pan- 
demic.

Nomadland traces the life of a 
fixed-income widow who leaves 
settled life to live in her van, roam- 
ing from place to place to take tem- 
porary jobs. Much of the movie was 
filmed in South Dakota's Badlands 
and Black Hills (keloland.com). 

Wednesday, April 28 

e Care home residents do some- 
times still test positive for COVID 
after being fully vaccinated, but 
they have either no or very little 
sickness after diagnoses, reports 
indicate. Twelve residents of Valley 
Senior Living in Grand Forks tested 
positive, but none had symptoms 
(Jamestown Sun). 

e "India has reached the devastat- 
ing figure of 200,000 coronavirus 
deaths, with the pressure on many 
hospitals showing no sign of abat- 
ing amid a surging second wave" 
(BBC). 

Thursday, April 29 

e “A global shortage of crucial 
computer chips” is part of “major 
supply chain issues resulting from 
the pandemic” reported CNN 
Business. Chips are embedded in 
the products of at least 169 US 
industries. Apple and Ford are two 
of the companies whose production 
has slowed significantly because 
of the chip shortage, though nei- 
ther one has seen a recent drop in 
profits. 

e A 'Baby Bust': "When most of 
the U.S. went into lockdown over a 
year ago, some speculated that [it] 
would lead to a lot of baby-making. 
But the statistics suggest the oppo- 
site happened." 

According to an analysis by the 
Associated Press, "births have fall- 
en dramatically in many states dur- 
ing the coronavirus outbreak." 

Friday, April 30 

e Brazil (population 214 mil- 
lion) became the second country to 
report over 400,000 COVID-related 
deaths. The US (population 333 
million) passed that mark in mid 
January (Reuters). 

e As many as 40 people were 
crushed to death in a stampede 
at a religious gathering in Israel. 
"It was," reported the Associated 
Press, "the first huge religious gath- 
ering to be held legally since Israel 
lifted nearly all restrictions related 
to the coronavirus pandemic."

ONE YEAR AGO LAST WEEK 
e May 1, 2020: President Trump's 

director of national intelligence said 
that the U.S. intelligence communi- 
ty was in "broad agreement that the 
virus was not man-made or geneti- 
cally modified" (USA Today). NOTE: 
A year later, there is no consensus 
among highly informed and highly 
qualified scientists and investigators as 
to whether this is true or not. 

e May 4, 2020: The University of 
Mary in Bismarck announced it would 
be open for classes as normal in the 
fall semester. Executive Vice President 
Jerome Richter said that “our expan- 
sive and wide-open campus located 
south of town uniquely gives our stu- 
dents the much needed open space for 
a safe learning environment.” 

e May 5, 2020: National and region- 
al newspapers began reporting on an 
impending meat shortage, with major 
supermarket chains limiting purchases 
per customer. The New York Times 
said that “hundreds of Wendy’s res- 
taurants have run out of hamburg- 
ers.” Cory Zacher, owner of Z’s Fresh 
Market, said there is still plenty of 
meat in the display cases but restock- 
ing could become difficult. 

-- LAST WEEK -- 
Saturday, May 1, 2021 

e “Riot police came under attack in 
Paris today as thousands took to the 
streets for the traditional May 1 Labor 
Day protests across France and the rest 
of the world in defiance of lockdown 
rules. Thousands also poured onto the 
streets of Berlin, Istanbul, Madrid, 
Paris and Turin. . .” (UK Daily Mail). 

Sunday, May 2, 2021 

e "Nearly 1.67 million people were 
screened at U.S. airport checkpoints on 
Sunday, according to the Transportation 
Security Administration. That was the 
highest number screened since March 
12 of last year when air travel began to 
plummet” (USA Today). 

Monday, May 3, 2021 

e “Los Angeles County reported 
no deaths from COVID-19 Sunday, a 
stunning turnaround for California's 
most populous district which has suf- 
fered 23,915 fatalities since the pan- 
demic began.” This was reported by 
the UK Daily Mail, which runs regular 
pandemic-related news items. It was 
the first time in 410 days that LA 
County reported no COVID-related 
fatalities. 

Tuesday, May 4, 2021 

e "The COVID-19 pandemic helped 
fuel a 27% increase in drug over- 
dose deaths in Minnesota last year." 
As reported in the Minneapolis Star 
Tribune, there were 1,008 overdose 
fatalities in 2020, with the biggest 
spike in March. Authorities said that 
Fenanyl was a major source of over- 
doses. They also said that people 
became more isolated during COVID, 
which led them both to use drugs more 
and to have less access to preventative 
Services. 

e Brian Lee Crowley of the 
Macdonald-Laurier Institute and 
Ottawa, and Richard Audas, profes- 
sor of Health Statistics at Memorial 
University of Newfoundland, pub- 
lished an article lamenting Canada’s 
relatively poor handling of the pan- 
demic: 

“Canada has lost one of our great- 
est sources of consolation during the 
COVID-19 pandemic: that things 
weren’t nearly so bad as they have

been south of our border. Even the 
editorial board of Canada’s leading 
national newspaper, the Globe and 
Mail, acknowledges that Canada is 
doing far worse at managing the pan- 
demic than the US.” 

“We are both proud Canadians,” 
the pair went on. “But we also believe 
Canadians need to get past their infe- 
riority complex vis-a-vis the United 
States. Our pandemic performance has 
been nothing to be proud of and we 
need to swallow our pride and learn 
lessons from other countries, including 
our American neighbors” (Spectator. 
us). 

Wednesday, May 5, 2021 

e The Atlantic, a mainstream center- 
left publication, ran an article enti- 
tled “The Liberals Who Can’t Quit 
Lockdown.” 

The author, Emma Green, argued 
that politics has distorted responses 
to the pandemic on both the conser- 
vative and liberal sides. The article 
cited surveys showing Democrats as 
consistently more worried about the 
coronavirus than Republicans. For 
most of 2020, the Atlantic ran numer- 
ous articles critiquing the conservative 
side. But this, said Green, is “a dif- 
ferent story, about progressives who 
stressed the scientific evidence, and 
then veered away from it.” 

“Even as scientific knowledge of 
COVID-19 has increased, some pro- 
gressives have continued to embrace 
policies and behaviors that aren’t sup- 
ported by evidence, such as banning 
access to playgrounds, closing beach- 
es, and refusing to reopen schools for 
in-person learning.” 

Green explained this response main- 
ly as progressives simply wanting to 
do the right thing for society. “Personal 
decisions during the coronavirus crisis 
are fraught because they seem sym- 
bolic of people’s broader value sys- 
tems,” she wrote. “When vaccinated 
adults refuse to see friends indoors, 
they’re working through the trauma 
of the past year, in which the broken- 
ness of America’s medical system was 
so evident. When they keep their kids 
out of playgrounds and urge friends to 
stay distanced at small outdoor picnics, 
they are continuing the spirit of the 
past year, when civic duty has been 
expressed through lonely asceticism. 
For many people, this kind of behavior 
is a form of good citizenship. That’s a 
hard idea to give up.” 

Thursday, May 6, 2021 

e Scores of small and large news 
outlets, from the New York Times to 
tiny blogs, ran stories about "shower- 
ing less" as a habit many have adopt- 
ed during the pandemic. The articles 
appeared to be part of a broad-scale 
planned shift toward articles on envi- 
ronmental concerns as COVID con- 
cerns lessen. The articles typically 
stressed the idea that washing less can 
save money and time without impair- 
ing health, and can be "good for the 
planet." 

Friday, May 7, 2021 

e The Aberdeen-American News 
reported that South Dakota is slated to 
receive $1.1 billion through President 
Biden's stimulus package, enacted 
with the stated purpose of counteract- 
ing negative impacts of the pandemic. 
The U.S. Treasury will soon be pub- 
lishing guidance on how the money is 
to be spent. State officials are therefore 
reluctant to say what will be done with 
the money.

For older Ellendalers, 
these building projects 
may call to mind improve- 
ments made in the years 
immediately following 
the fall 1972 acquisition 
of the campus by Trinity 
Bible Institute. The first 
Trinity graduation here 
(May 29, 1973) coincid- 
ed with a large welcome 
banquet attended by 
many notables, including 
Governor Arthur Link 
(the keynote speaker) and 
former Governor William 
L. Guy. Link called 
attention to the high qual- 
ity of life in small-town 
North Dakota and said 
that “TBI is in Ellendale 
to stay.” 

With the fall 1972 
enrollment at 320 and 
the fall 1973 enroll- 
ment expected to top 
400 (which did occur), 
plans were being made 
for a new dormitory and 
a spacious new chapel. 
Si Leichty of Jamestown, 
the master of ceremonies 
at the event, would spear- 
head the construction of 
the new dorm (Leichty 
Hall). Philanthropist 
Hattie Block of Quaker 
Industries in Illinois, was 
there and would donate, 
with her husband Walter, 
the funds for the new cha- 
pel, which was erected 
in 1975 and stands at 
the center of the campus 
today.

ONE YEAR AGO LAST WEEK 
e May 8 & 9, 2020: The first 
wave of the pandemic was subsid- 
ing in North Dakota: "A Harvard 
Global Health Institute study said 
North Dakota was "one of nine 
states ready to re-open safely." The 
state's "affliction with the virus has 
been "mild relative to the state's 
population size" said the study. 
Governor Burgum said that "North 
Dakotans no longer will have to 
isolate themselves if they travel 
back from other states in the U.S." 
(Fargo Forum). 

e May 10, 2020: "US Airlines 
Passenger traffic is down about 94 
percent and half of the industry’s 
6,215 planes are parked at major 
airports and desert airstrips, accord- 
ing to Airlines for America, a trade 
group” (New York Times). 

e May 11, 2020: Governor 
Burgum issued executive order 
allowing school facilities to re-open 
for summer programs starting June 
1. Local school boards and superin- 
tendents have the ultimate decision 
of whether to reopen the facilities. 
Ellendale’s public school grounds 
currently have red ‘off limits signs” 
indicating the closure. 

e May 13, 2020: protestors object- 
ing to certain government mandated 
COVID-19 measures came to the 
Michigan state capitol in Lansing. 
Some of them were carrying guns, 
which worried legislators and staff- 
ers. Michigan Attorney General 
Dana Nessel said “I vehemently 
support the First Amendment right 
to protest government actions at 
the Capitol or elsewhere around the 
state; however any such activity 
must be done in a manner that is 
safe and lawful.” 

e May 14, 2020: “North Dakota 
has gone over 50,000 in the num- 
ber of tests for the coronavirus and 
topped 1,700 for the number of peo- 
ple confirmed to have the disease,” 
according to state health officials. 

LAST WEEK 
Saturday, May 8 

e "At least 219 cases of COVID- 
19 variants have been identified" in 
North Dakota, said Kirby Kruger, 
the North Dakota Department of 
Health’s disease control director. 

"However, this is only a snap- 
shot of a likely larger number of 
COVID-19 variant cases in North 
Dakota, Kruger said, because the 
state is only analyzing a small per- 
centage of positive COVID-19 tests 
for variants." 

Sunday, May 9 

e In an interview with the NBC 
news/opinion show Meet the Press, 
White House Medical Chief Dr. 
Anthony Fauci said it was “quite 
possible” that from now on, people 
will decide to wear masks on a 
seasonal basis to prevent catching 
colds or the flu. 

Fauci said this year’s flu sea- 
son was "virtually non-existent" 


because of social distancing and 
mask wearing. 38 million cases 
of the flu were recorded for 2019- 
2020, but less than 2,000 cases 
were confirmed in the 2020-2021 
season. 

Monday, May 10 

e Responding to lower than 
expected job increase numbers and 
claims that people were deciding 
to take government checks in place 
of working. President Biden said 
he expected that "as the economy 
comes back, these companies will 
provide fair wages and safe work 
environments, and if they do, they'll 
find plenty of workers. And we're 
all going to come out of this togeth- 
er and better than before." The 
President "placed the blame for the 
sluggish state of the national econ- 
omy on his predecessor" according 
to National Public Radio. 

e In a move that directly con- 
tradicted the analysis of the Biden 
administration, Gov. Burgum 
announced that North Dakota will 
soon pull out of four federal pro- 
grams that give extra compensation 
to unemployed residents. Those 
with unemployment claims longer 
than 20 weeks will lose the extra 
federal money, and those who con- 
tinue to claim unemployment will 
have to do without the extra $300 
to $400 that the programs provided. 
The move is intended to counter 
the worker shortage that is widely 
reported by businesses around the 
state (Fargo Forum). 

Tuesday, May 11 

e The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration expanded Pfizer- 
BioNTech’s emergency authoriza- 
tion to administer its vaccine on 
kids aged 12-15. "Having a vaccine 
authorized for a younger popula- 
tion," said an FDA representative, 
"is a critical step in continuing to 
lessen the immense public health 
burden caused by the COVID-19 
pandemic" (Fox News). 

Wednesday, May 12 

e A group calling itself "No Mask 
Omaha" put up two billboards in 
the southwest Omaha area with an 
anti-mask message: "It's not about 
the virus. It's about control." One 
critic of the billboards denied the 
claim, citing the fact that his grand- 
mother is now seriously ill with 
COVID that masking might have 
prevented (MSN News). 

Thursday, May 13 

e The Fargo Forum ran a front- 
page story on Dickey County and 
the pandemic, discussing how sta- 
tistically it was the hardest hit in the 
state, but has now reached the high- 
est level of vaccination (see p. 2). 

Friday, May 14 

e "Amid a lack of demand for the 
COVID-19 vaccine, North Dakota 
has donated 70,000 doses to other 
states over the last week" (Forum 
News Service). 
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Tree Planting Tradition in the Early Years

“The planting and cultivation of trees in a 
prairie country is a subject of so great impor- 
tance as not to be easily overestimated. It 
concerns not only the comfort but the material 
interest of the people, and appeals as well to 
the desire for pecuniary gain as to love of the 
beautiful and ornamental. It is a subject in which 
all are alike interested and upon which all may 
act.” 

--Governor James H. Teller, declaring Dakota 
Territory’s first official Arbor Day, March 31, 
1884. 

The earliest landscape photographs of 
Ellendale—like the one at right—reveal a strik- 
ing truth: the town was on a very flat plain. Not a 
single tree appears. Indeed, there were few trees 
in the entire county. Some grew near streams 
like the Maple or Elm rivers, both of which were 
named for obvious reasons. Trees also grew in 
ravines such as those on the edge of the Missouri 
Couteau west of town. 

Fire, not lack of moisture, was the main limit- 
ing factor for tree growth, pre-settlement. The 
land was frequently swept by fire, often ignited 
by lightning, sometimes by Natives who used 
fire to renew the land, or to drive buffalo herds. 
Fast-growing, deep-rooted prairie grasses would 
spring up quickly after such fires, making a 
vast meadow from horizon to horizon. These 
grasses would crowd out tiny trees, depriving 
them of the needed light and moisture. Trees, 
then, tended to prosper only on continually moist 
ground or in spots with shelter from the rolling 
prairie fires. 

This all changed with the settler influx. In 
1873 Congress updated the 1862 Homestead 
Act to promote systematic tree planting. “Be it 
enacted,” read the Timber Culture Act of 1873, 
“that any person who shall plant, protect, and 
keep in a healthy, growing condition for ten 
years forty acres of timber . . . shall be entitled to 
a patent for the whole of said quarter-section at 
the expiration of said ten years. .. .” The Timber 
Culture act was only one aspect of a national 
tree-planting movement; another manifestation 
was Arbor Day, a 1872 Nebraska innovation. Yet 
another expression of fondness for trees was the 
establishment, in the 1889 North Dakota state 
Constitution, a school of forestry on the state’s 
northern edge at Bottineau. 

With its promise of a land reward, the Timber 
Culture Act was a significant motivator for those 
settling in the arid Midwest, including those who 
came to Dickey County. It was, though, far from 
the only reason settlers wanted trees. Shelter 
from sun and wind were primary motives, fol- 
lowed closely by the notion that trees might 
alter the climate, inducing moister, more farmer- 
friendly weather patterns. 

Among the less obvious motives for tree 
planting was for providing a source of fuel. In 
an era of abundant indoor winter heat, it is easy 
to forget the pioneers’ often severe struggles

to obtain the means to keep warm. In the early 
years, wood was too scarce to be a primary fuel 
source. Buffalo chips worked but were not ideal. 
Coal was the best option, but it had to be hauled 
by train and wagon. When rails were blocked 
in the winter, coal shortages could become 
critical. In her book The Long Winter, Laura 
Ingalls Wilder told how the blizzards of 1880-81 
stopped trains to the Ingall’s Southern Dakota 
prairie town of DeSmet for several months, forc- 
ing her family to huddle together while burning 
small bundles of straw. 

Marcellus Randall, the co-founder of Randall’s 
Grocery, was living with his family in Appleton, 
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The town before trees: this early 18 
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Minnesota during the same “long winter” Laura 
wrote about. Appleton’s rail connection was 
blocked 11 times that winter, forcing the little 
town to endure a total of 125 days without rail 
service. According to the Morris Tribune, a 
nearby newspaper, one 68-day period saw “snow 
drifts 16 feet high” and “the village of Appleton 
. . . reduced to half a cord of wood, and farmers . 
. . obliged to burn unthrashed grain." The town's 
deprivation was so severe that it gained much 
personal attention from Sherburne S. Merrill, 
General manager of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Railroad. Manager Merrill would be 
remembered as the husband of philanthropist 
Mary Ellen Merrill, after whom the brand new 
town of Ellendale was named in 1882. 

The Randall family was likely not the only 
one to have suffered through such an ordeal prior 
to coming to Ellendale. The notion of having a 
ready source of firewood on one’s farmstead--for 
personal use or to sell--was highly attractive. 

The Leader carried a notice of Dakota 
Territory’s first Arbor Day (April 1884), but 
no references appear 
to its celebration here 
until the next year. In 





advance of the 1885 celebration, the Leader 
told its readers of a man who seems to have 
been something of a Johnny Appleseed type. 
“Michael Smith, the tree planter of Minneapolis,” 
it reported, “is here for the purpose of planting 
C.H. Prior’s tree claim, adjoining the town on 
the east. On this place he will plant 20 acres, and 
10 acres on the place northwest of town, the two 
taking 90,000 trees.” 

“Mr. Smith” the article went on, “is an old 
hand at the business, being now 64 years old, 
and for twenty years has been handling trees, 
planting them along the Northern Pacific and 
Milwaukee roads. He offers to donate sixty

from a grain elevator next to the

right, and the Holbrook House, a hotel where the Coleman Museum building is now located. 


large box-elder and elm trees and set them out 
around the school house (which he says is the 
handsomest he has seen in a town of this size) 
if the school officers will see that the holes are 
dug. Also, to any lady, girl, or boy who will set 
them out on Arbor Day, April 15, he will send 
250 small cottonwood trees. These are generous 
offers, and all those who wish to beautify their 
homes should address Mike Smith, tree planter, 
Minneapolis, and secure these trees at once.” 

A follow up piece two weeks later noted that 
Smith had received twenty letters from Leader 
readers asking for trees, and he had indeed 
arrived in town with 90,000 trees, “but had dif- 
ficulty in getting anybody to plow the ground.” 

The Leader editor was pleased, though with 
the trees Smith had brought for the schoolhouse: 
“they are box elders, averaging 9 or 10 feet 
high with the tops cut off, and in a few years 
our people will have occasion to think him for 
his unsolicited interest in the appearance of our 
town and handsome school house.”

Saturday, May 15, 2021 

e "A lab leak in Wuhan remains a 
'viable' theory for the coronavirus' 
origin" according to an interna- 
tional group of qualified scientists. 
Over the weekend, numerous news 
and opinion items referenced the 
fact that the WHO's initial rejection 
of the lab leak hypothesis wasn't 
based on evidence. They also said 
that Chinese authorities hobbled 
the investigation from the begin- 
ning. Qualified experts cautioned 
against speculation, saying it is 
still not known for certain how the 
virus got into the public (whether 
through contamination at a "wet 
market" or from a lab like the one 
at Wuhan.

ONE YEAR AGO THIS WEEK 

e May 24, 2020: The Ellendale 
Public School held a graduation 
ceremony, but with limited atten- 
dance and special seating due to 
pandemic precautions. 

e May 25, 2020: Memorial 
Day Ceremonies were held at the 
Ellendale city cemetery, without the 
red-coated Ladies’ Auxiliary. Most 
people stayed in their vehicles, but 
attendance was high, with about 70 
vehicles on the premises. 

e May 27, 2020: total deaths from 
COVID-19 now exceed 100,000, 
according to a Johns-Hopkins 
University tally. 

e May 29, 2020: Coronavirus 
news was pushed out of the head- 
lines due to large-scale riots follow- 
ing the death of George Floyd at the 
hands of Minneapolis police. 


Saturday May 22, 2021 

e The Guardian (UK) report- 
ed that “India’s government has 
ordered social media platforms to 
take down content that refers to the 
‘Indian variant’ of the coronavirus.” 
The technical name for the strain 
of virus in question is the B.1.617 
variant. It has spread to 43 countries 
and is considered quite worrisome. 
The Indian ministry of informa- 
tion called “completely FALSE” 
the claim that an “an Indian variant’ 
of coronavirus is spreading across 
the countries.” The official Indian 
reaction is reminiscent of previ- 
ous controversies over whether 
COVID-19 should be identified by 
name with China or with Wuhan, 
the city where it was first detected. 

Sunday May 23 

e British researchers have claimed 
that up to 90% of COVID-19 cases, 
even asymptomatic ones, can be 
detected by specially trained dogs. 
“Dogs have already shown that 
they can sniff out maladies such as 
cancer, malaria and epilepsy” with 
their sensitive noses. “Authors of 
the research, which has yet to be 
peer-reviewed, said they hoped it 
could eventually replace the need 
for travelers to quarantine -- which 
necessarily disrupts every arrival 
even though the vast majority are 
not COVID positive. (msn news). 

Monday, May 24 

e Three US marshals serving 
in South Dakota were ordered to 
appear before a judge to decide if 
they are in civil contempt for refus- 
ing to disclose their COVID-19 
vaccination status. Federal judge 


Charles B. Kornmann of Aberdeen 
had previously said individuals 
appearing in his courtroom must 
be vaccinated, but the three mar- 
shals in question would not say 
whether they had received a vac- 
cine. On May 10, Kornman refused 
to allow one of the marshals to 
sit in his courtroom. While other 
authorities over the marshals say 
they do not have to reveal their vac- 
cine status, Kornmann, according 
to the Aberdeen-American News 
“is not alone in wanting to see 
only fully vaccinated people in his 
courtroom.” 
Tuesday, May 25 

e The New York Times ran several 
articles on the Summer Olympics, 
which are scheduled for July 23 to 
August 8 in Tokyo, Japan. COVID 
infections have recently spiraled. 
“Less than 5 percent of residents 
have received a first shot of a 
coronavirus vaccine,’ reported the 
Times, “putting Japan last among 
major developed nations in its vac- 
cination campaign. Vaccines are 
not expected to be available to the 
general public until the end of the 
summer at the earliest.” 

Despite this, “The Japanese 
authorities have insisted that they 
can carry off the Olympics safely. 
They have made clear that they 
intend to proceed with the Games 
regardless of public discontent and 
a state of emergency currently in 
place in much of the country.” 

Wednesday, May 26 

e “Manitoba's overwhelmed hos- 
pitals plan to transfer more COVID- 
19 patients out of the province 
and schedule urgent surgeries in 
the U.S. as the provincial health- 
care system bears the weight of 
the worst COVID-19 infection rate 
in North America” (Winnipeg Free 
Press). 

e “The worst Covid hot spot in 
North America now is Manitoba, 
Canada” (New York Times). 

Thursday, May 27 

e "American air travel is set 
to make a comeback with 60% 
more people expected to travel this 
Memorial Day weekend, compared 
to last year" (cbsnews.com). 

Friday, May 28 

e Due to a decree by Minnesota 
Governor Tim Walz, that state "will 
start offering free fishing licenses, 
passes to state parks and tickets 
to fairs and amusement parks as 
part of its latest push to convince 
Minnesotans to get vaccinated 
against COVID-19" (Forum News 
Service).

ONE YEAR AGO THIS WEEK 
May 30, 2020: "News reports related to fallout from the May 25th 
death of George Floyd seemed to overwhelm the news related to COVID- 
19 just as the weather warmed. In cities nationwide, including some in 
North Dakota, large crowds gathered in protest." 

May 31, 2020: New Life Assembly of God and Christ the King 
Lutheran both held services in their parking lots for the first time. The 
Ellendale Church of the Nazarene, has been holding drive-in services 
since Easter. 

June 1, 2020: The Dickey County Health District (DCHD) posted to 
Facebook confirming a positive COVID-19 case found in Dickey County. 
The post also had this message: “We as community members have an 
important job to do in response to COVID-19. That response is to be 
conscious about the decisions we make. For the decisions we make will 
not just affect us personally. Those decisions affect our family, friends, 
co-workers, and fellow community members.” 

June 2, 2020: Regular unleaded gasoline at Cenex was $1.79 per gal- 
lon. Low fuel prices around the country have been attributed to pandemic- 
related economic slowdown, among other factors. 

Saturday, May 29, 2021 

e The New York Times, reporting on two newly published scientific 
studies, said that “Immunity to the coronavirus lasts at least a year, pos- 
sibly a lifetime, improving over time especially after vaccination, accord- 
ing to two new studies. The findings may help put to rest lingering fears 
that protection against the virus will be short-lived.” Other news headlines 
browsed over the weekend, however, suggest that there is still much dis- 
agreement about whether it will be necessary for people to receive COVID 
“booster” shots. 

Sunday, May 30, 2021 

e The Indianapolis 500 auto race, which normally has the world’s largest 
crowd for a single sporting event, was run today with 135,000 people in 
attendance. That was only 40 percent of capacity, the percentage deemed 
safe by health authorities. Helio Castroneves, 46-year old Brazilian 
claimed his 4th Indy 500 win. Castroneves, who is famous for climbing 
the spectator barrier fence to get close to fans after previous wins, said he 
had really missed the crowd last year. “It was sad” to have run the race 
without live spectators present, but he was very emotional, as were the 
cheering crowds, after his victory (VBC Sports). 

Monday, May 31, 2021 

¢ The annual Memorial Day ceremony at the Ellendale City Cemetery 
saw excellent attendance. The red-jacketed Auxiliary ladies were on hand, 
unlike last year. During the 2020 observation, most attendees had stayed 
inside their vehicles, and most of those outside of them wore masks to 
protect against COVID-19 spread. Few masks were seen among attendees 
this year. Part of the address by Anna Elsen is on page four of this issue.

Tuesday, June 1, 2021 

e The South American country of Peru more than doubled its official 
coronavirus death toll, becoming the country with the highest Covid-19 
mortality per capita anywhere in the world” (MSN News). The change, 
which was apparently based on statistical modeling, was done on the 
advice of a panel of health experts. “With the adjustment, Peru (population 
33 million) now has the highest coronavirus mortality per capita of any 
country, with 5,484 deaths per million inhabitants.” 

Wednesday, June 2, 2021 

e The Excelsior Pass, a cell phone app designed for New Yorkers to 
certify full COVID vaccination status, now has over a million downloads. 
Proponents of the vaccine passport idea are hopeful that this and other 
types of verification will emerge and spread widely across the country 
and the globe. 

However, vaccine passports are seen by many, particularly in Republican- 
leaning states, as potentially dangerous intrusions on personal liberty and 
privacy. “Nationally,” said the New York Times, “a range of states includ- 
ing Georgia, Alabama, Arizona and Florida have already banned the use 
of vaccine passports, presenting the bans as measures to protect individual 
privacy and vaccination choice.” The Times mentioned that not all New 
Yorkers like the idea either. 

Thursday, June 3, 2021 

e In a very detailed 11,000-word essay, Katherine Eban, a writer for 
Vanity Fair, presented what is probably the best non book-length exami- 
nation to date of the background and status of the controversy over the 
origin of COVID-19. The article, titled "The Lab-Leak Theory: Inside the 
Fight to Uncover COVID-19% Origins," was praised for its thoroughness 
and clarity by knowledgable commentators from both conservative and 
left-wing perspectives. 

"Will we ever know the truth?" Eban asked near the end of her piece. 
"Dr. David Relman of Stanford University School of Medicine," she 
said, "has been advocating for an investigation like the 9/11 Commission 
to examine COVID-19’s origins. But 9/11 took place in one day, he 
said, whereas 'this has so many different manifestations, consequences, 
responses across nations. All of that makes it a hundred-dimensional 
problem."

e Responding to recent shifts in views on the likely origins of the 
COVID-19 virus, RealClear Foundation staff writer John Hirschauer said 
that blowback against media outlets should be expected when those out- 
lets make claims that aren’t based firmly in evidence. 

“The massive media about-face on the lab-leak theory,” said Hirschauer, 
“should caution fact-checkers against pronouncing victory in still-unset- 
tled debates about matters of science. Fact-checkers should avoid the 
temptation to treat claims around scientific theories, which are by their 
nature opinions, as matters of plain and objective fact. Scientific questions 
are settled not through derision but through open debate and an honest 
examination of the evidence” (RealClear Politics).

The study 
was based on 52,238 clinic employ- 
ees, 1,359 of which had contracted 
the virus but not been inoculated. Not 
a single one of these persons later 
contracted the virus, while a signifi- 
cant number of people who neither 
had the virus nor the inoculation did 
contract it. The study's conclusion 
was that "Individuals who have had 
SARS-CoV-2 infection are unlikely 
to benefit from COVID-19 vaccina- 
tion, and vaccines can be safely pri- 
oritized to those who have not been 
infected before."

came from. Speaking on the NBC 
program Meet the Press, Blinken 
pointed to China’s lack of transpar- 
ency in regard to previous inquiries. 
He said that “China has to cooper- 
ate” with investigations from now 
on. “I think you’re seeing countries 
coming together to insist on that” 
he added. 

Critics pointed out that there is 
no organization, international or 
otherwise, that can force China to 
cooperate against its will.

In March 2020, 
California became the first state in 
the US to lock down. It is among 
the last to fully reopen. Governor 
Newsom made the reopening deci- 
sion after more than 40 million 
doses of vaccine were administered, 
and more than 70% of the state’s 
adults received jabs. 

Thursday, June 17, 2021 

"Scientist Alina Chan told NBC 
that some scientists had apprehen- 
sions about publicly discussing the 
lab leak possibility out of con- 
cern that their statements would be 
manipulated to suggest they were 
endorsing ‘racist’ language about 
COVID’s origins in China an 
apparent reference to Trump’s use 
of the phrase 'Wuhan virus" (NBC

"A poll from The Associated 
Press-NORC Center for Public 
Affairs Research found that majori- 
ties of Americans who were regu- 
larly doing so before the pandemic 
say they are returning to bars or 
restaurants, traveling and attending 
events such as movies or sports. 

"Just 21% are very or extremely 
worried about a COVID-19 infec- 
tion in their inner circle — the 
lowest level since the pandemic 
began — and only 25% are highly 
concerned that the lifted restric- 
tions will lead to additional people 
being infected in their community" 
(Associated Press). 








Starkly Higher Postage 
Rates Are On the Way 


National Newspaper Association 

The United States Postal Service announced at the end of May a 
planned adjustment of postage rates as of August 29, 2021, for the public 
and commercial mail users. For community newspapers using Periodicals 
mail to reach readers, the average rate increase will be nearly 9%. The 
First-Class Stamp will move from 55 to 58 cents. 

The rate increase is part of anew USPS business plan that also includes 
a weakening of service standards for mail that is moving across the coun- 
try. The proposed new rates must be reviewed by the Postal Regulatory 
Commission. But the PRC has already granted USPS the authority to 
eliminate an inflation-based price cap on rates. It gave USPS a new set of 
parameters that allows it to charge more for mail that remains in the postal 
system while digital technology provides new competition for delivery of 
messages and advertising. 

Brett Wesner, chair of National Newspaper Association and president 
of Wesner Publications, Cordell, Oklahoma, said the rate announcement 
was grim news for community newspapers that have been fielding months 
of complaints that subscribers are not receiving their copies on time. 

“Nothing about this scenario is good,” Wesner said. “These increases 
will require many newspapers to increase subscription prices to cover this 
new cost and readers will think we have lost our minds to charge more 
when USPS cannot get the paper to so many on time. But times are tough 
in our world. We have to pay these bills. 

“The increase in the stamp cost will be felt most in a rural economy. 
People in small towns across America send checks through the mail to 
pay their bills. The stamp goes up and delivery goes down. I fear that just 
as economic hopes have started to rise for people returning to work, faith 
in the Postal Service’s ability to serve the nation will put a damper on 
commercial activity for many of us. 

“At the same time,” Wesner said, “we have been warning our member 
newspapers for several years now that if Congress did not enact postal 
reform legislation, we would wind up exactly where we are today. It is 
not a recipe for success.” 

Wesner said that National Newspaper Association continued to support 
postal reform legislation and has endorsed the proposed Postal Service 
Reform Act of 2021, introduced by Reps. Carolyn Maloney, D-New York, 
and James Comer, R-Kentucky.

The mowers out front this season 
have all been zero-radius turn mow- 
ers, which means they can pivot 360 
degrees at any time. “They are more 
expensive,” said Butch, “but they 
are what people want nowadays. 
You can mow a lawn in a half to 
a third less time. It’s amazing You 
come up to a tree and zip right 
around it, and when you get up to 
the edge you zip around and come 
back, you don’t have to make a big 
turn.” 

Bush also sells conventional rid- 
ing mowers, which start at less 
than $1,500, and he also keeps 
a line of Troy-Bilt push mowers. 
The zero-turn models he keeps in 
stock run from around $2,000 to 
around $4,000, but he can order 
in much bigger ones that run over 
$10,000. Butch did mention that 
COVID-related supply chain issues 
have made it hard for these com- 
panies to keep their dealers sup- 


plied. Sometimes there are waiting 
periods. 

One thing that’s becoming more 
and more popular, says Butch, is 
battery-powered yard equipment. 
He’s sold several cordless electric 
push mowers, and his customers 
seem to like them. For those whose 
yards are not too big, one charge is 
enough to finish the job. He also 
stocks battery powered weed trim- 
mers and leaf blowers. They are 
quiet, they don’t smoke, and they 
don’t have starting problems. 

True Value has a good stock of 
mower repair equipment as well, 
and the store is part of a network 
that provides quick delivery of 
almost any part that one might need 
to fix an older mower. So, those 
who don’t succumb to the tempta- 
tion to buy a new machine can quite 
often find the help they need to keep 
their old one going another year.

ONE YEAR AGO 
June 19, 2020: The World Health Organization warned that the 
world was entering “a new and dangerous phase” of the COVID-19 
pandemic, as infection rates continued to climb and over 150,000 new 
cases of the disease were reported the previous day, the highest single 


daily total to date. 


June 23, 2020: Gov. Burgum signed an executive order extending 
the renewal date for motor vehicle registrations and driver licenses that 
expired on or after March 1, 2020. The new renewal date is Aug. 31. 

June 24, 2020: The Mayo Clinic in Rochester Minnesota, which had 
been largely shut down to ordinary practice in order to treat COVID-19 
patients, announced that its practice “is back to about “85 to 90% of 


normal.” 


June 26, 2020: NDSU announced its fall classes will be offered in 
hybrid classroom/online format, and all students on campus will be 


required to wear masks. 


Saturday, June 19, 2021 

e On their weekly Dark Horse 
podcast, Maverick scientists Brett 
Weinstein and Heather Heying 
continued their arguments in 
favor of using the off-patent drug 
Ivermectin as a preventative for 
COVID-19. The couple followed 
up on their June 12 episode, in 
which they interviewed two top 
scholars who both favor the use of 
Ivermectin. 

All of these individuals are con- 
vinced that the widespread con- 
demnation of Ivermectin by many 
health authorities stems from con- 
ventional wisdom that is largely 
determined by experts associated 
with the pharmaceutical industry. 
Ivermectin, they argued, is reject- 
ed not because it doesn't work, 
but because it is an off-patent 
medicine without significant profit 
potential. 

Established authorities, includ- 
ing the FDA, have declared that 
Ivermectin should not be used 
for anything COVID-related. 
YouTube censors, following this 
authority, removed the June 12 
Dark Horse podcast from their 
video site. Ironically, one form of 
Ivermectin is often used by veteri- 
narians to treat horses. 

Sunday, June 20, 2021 

e "A recent survey" reported 
CNN Health, "found that both men 
and women are doing more child 
care and housework during the 
pandemic than they did before. 

"This research is consistent 
with findings from Harvard 
University as well as internation- 
al studies from Canada, Turkey, 
the Netherlands and elsewhere. 
According to the Harvard study, 
68% of dads said they report feel- 
ing closer or much closer to their 
children since the pandemic, and 
57% percent said they are appreci- 
ating their children more." 

Monday, June 21, 2021 

e "Canada said on Monday it 
would start cautiously lifting bor- 
der restrictions for fully vacci- 
nated citizens on July 5 but made 
clear it would be months before 
U.S. and other foreign travelers 
could enter the country. 

"Canada and the United States 
first banned non-essential travel 
in March 2020 as a part of the 
effort to fight COVID-19. The 
restrictions, which exclude trade 
in goods, are now due to expire on 
July 21, 2021 (Reuters). 

Tuesday, June 22 

e China's state-run media said 
that its virology lab at Wuhan 
ought to be celebrated for its work 
related to the coronavirus, rather 
than condemned. "The Chinese 
Academy of Sciences nominated 
the Wuhan Institute of Virology 
for its Outstanding Science and 
Technology Achievement Prize, 
specifically naming Shi Zhengli, 
a.k.a. 'Bat Woman,’ and Yuan 


Zhiming, director of the WIV’s 
Wuhan National Biosafety 
Laboratory." China’s Foreign 
Ministry spokesperson went fur- 
ther: "scientists working at the 
WIV should be awarded the Nobel 
Prize in medicine, rather than 
being blamed for being the first 
to discover the gene sequence of 
the novel coronavirus" (National 
Review). 
Wednesday, June 23 

"America’s public school sys- 
tem lost almost 1.3 million stu- 
dents this year, according to an 
Education Week analysis of state 
data. The loss was spread out 
across the nation, touching almost 
every demographic group and 
concentrated in lower grades. It 
will likely have academic, finan- 
cial and staffing repercussions for 
years to come. 

"The nearly 3 percent dip in 
the 2020-21 school year was like- 
ly fueled by the pandemic and 
the unusual ways school districts 
delivered instruction this year, 
which involved frequent switch- 
ing between in-person, hybrid, 
and glitchy remote learning" 
(Education Week). 

Thursday, June 24 

e "Research led by Dr. David 
Roberts at the University’s School 
of Anthropology and Conservation 
has found that the first case of 
COVID-19 likely arose between 
early October and mid-November 
2019 in China, with the most likely 
date of origin being 17 November 
2019" (University of Kent News 
Center, Great Britain). 

This research added to suspi- 
cions that the Chinese government 
hid even more important informa- 
tion about the early spread of the 
virus than has been previously 
demonstrated. 

Friday, June 25 

e "This is exponentially worse 
than Chernobyl," said Steve 
Scalise, ranking member of the 
House Select Subcommittee on 
the Coronavirus Crisis, in a hear- 
ing today. " Scalise, a Republican, 
said that "We should be coming 
together on a bipartisan basis to 
search for those answers and shine 
the light of transparency on the 
origin of this virus to the world 
on a bipartisan basis." Scalise 
also noted that the Speaker of the 
House has refused to hold hear- 
ings on the issue. 

Democratic representatives in 
the hearing called attention to the 
economic measures that have been 
put in place since early 2021 to 
"build back better" after the pan- 
demic. Those measures, they said, 
have succeeded so far. They also 
argued that the pursuit of equity 
(providing assistance on the basis 
of what groups are said to have 
been harmed more) ought to be 
one of the highest priorities in the 
recovery effort.

Not only is the garden pretty, it’s a 
great place to get a look at some com- 
mon and less common varieties that 
backyard cultivators might want to try 
growing. “I love seed catalogs,” Amy 
said, “but what I like better is actually 
taking a look at a plant that I’m think- 
ing about growing.” A quick tour of 
the site yields a count of at least 35 
varieties of trees and plants. When 
deciding what to put in the garden, 
priority was given to plants that are 
native to the region and those that are 
hardy as well as productive. Amy 
mentioned that some of these were 
a bit hard to obtain and a few (the 
crocuses, for example) were mowed 
down by rabbits. Nevertheless they 
give an excellent sample of the pos- 
sibilities for folks who want to grow 
things that attract bees. 

In mid June, the apparent champion 
for attracting bees seems to be the 
garden’s Salvia “May Night’ plant, 
with dark purple bowers. Most of 
the “buzzing” seen on the tour was 
on and around this plant, which had 
dozens of bees on it continually. As 
Amy explained, though, no single 
plant blooms continually: bees need 
a variety of pollinating plants to keep 
them going all season. 

Little signboards by each plant 
give details about pollination require- 
ments, height and spread, ideal sun/ 
shade locations, winter hardiness, 
and time of blooming and/or bearing. 
Here is a list: American Plum, Black 
Currants, Black-Eyed Susan, Butterfly 
Milkweed, Catmint “Prussian Blue”, 
Common Ironweed, Feather Redgrass, 
Fireweed, Golden Alexander , 
Goodland Apple, Hairy Mountain 
Mint, Honeycrisp Apple, Juneberry, 
Little Bluestem, McIntosh Apple, 
Monarda Fistulosa, New England 
Aster, Parker Pear, Prairie Coreopsis, 
Prairie Smoke, Purple Prairie Clover, 
Red Baron Apple, Red Columbine, 
Red Lake Currants, Salvia “May 
Night”, Spring Crocus, State Fair 
Apple, Stiff Goldenrod, Summercrisp 
Pear, Tall Sedum, Tundra Honeyberry, 
Viking Aronia, Wild Bergamot, and 
Zestar Apple. 

Breanna noted that this is a pub- 
lic plot, and visitors are welcome to 
inspect the plants and to pick fruit 
from them when it’s in season. The 
hope is that the “Buzz Garden” will 
inspire lots of people to cultivate 
plants that will make for happier bees 
and an overall healthier, more produc- 
tive ecosystem.

In a talk some thought was the most informative of the tour, Ryan 
Schmid, a Ph.D. graduate from Kansas State University, gave a hands-on 
explanation of the role played by dung beetles, not only in keeping soil 
and grasses healthy, but in making the environment livable for animals, 
humans included. 

Schmid began with a question: "How many pounds of dung is produced 
by the U.S. population of cows in one day?” Guesses started low, then 
someone said “five billion pounds.” That‘s close, he said: “The actual 
number is 4.6 billion pounds of poop every day.” That amount would 
cover “roughly the size of Massachusetts each year." Moreover, he said, 
cows will avoid grazing the area of poop about five times that size. There 
are big implications: "If it weren’t for dung beetles and the big variety of 
insects that make their living off of manure, he told the group, “we would 
lose roughly the size of Arkansas every year.” 

When Schmid made dung beetles the focus of his doctoral research, he 
already knew they were important. The more he has learned, he said, the 
more important their role appears. Good ranching practices, he said, must 
encourage dung beetles. “They are the first recyclers. They open up that 
source to all kinds of other critters, that then break down the pat and get 
it into the soil.” 

Surrounded by curious eyes, Schmid knelt over a fairly fresh cow patty, 
picked it up and started fingering through it for tiny critters. In a healthy 
ecosystem, he explained, dung beetles will wing their way to a cow patty 
within hours of when it’s dropped. “Tunnelers” he said, are a variety of 
beetles that arrive within minutes or hours from when a patty is dropped. 
Other insects follow. “Rollers,” the second variety, create a ball from the 
manure and roll it to a place where they bury it in the soil. “Dwellers” are 
beetles that simply make their homes in the cow patty, and lay their eggs 
there. When there are a lot of little holes in a cowpie, that means the tun- 
nelers and other beetles and insects-often wasps, are doing their job. The 
most insect activity in a cow patty, Schmid explained, comes when it’s 
from two to five days old. 

In one of the more humorous exchanges, one tour member asked if the 
manure from Brad's animals was "mighty fine smelling." Schmid took 
the question seriously, having pointed out that many insects are extremely 
sensitive to smells. 

Healthy grasslands, said Schmid, will always have plenty of dung 
beetles. Their numbers diminish in dry years, though, and the chemicals 
used in cattle pours can prevent beetles from landing on the cowpies, 
short-circuiting the recycling process. That’s one reason, Brad told the tour 
members, why he no longer uses pours on his livestock. 

When the four-hour afternoon tour wound down and the wagons deliv- 
ered their passengers to the Sand farmstead for the evening meal, the 
consensus was that even the most knowledgable there had learned new 
things. Brad said tours like this taught him much of what he now strives 
to put in action. 

"When I first bought this place, I don’t think I was ever thinking about 
regenerative ranching," Brad told his guests. "But I kept going on tours, 
and had the Coalition, and I soaked on things, and saw what people are 
doing. And I think itll do a lot of good someday. And I’m sure my grand- 
kids someday won't break this land up." "If not," he said, making a twist- 
ing motion with his hands, "PI come back and wring their necks."

Farewell to the 
COVID-19 Timeline

Avid readers will notice that last 
week we dispensed with the daily 
news clips regarding the pandemic. 
It's not that we think the pandemic 
is over. In fact, if a new wave erupts 
with the potential to disrupt life here 
and among people we are connected 
with, we may resume the feature. 
For now it seems that--for our area 
at least--the July 4 weekend and the 
County Fair marked a transition to a 
more normal frame of life. 

We started the time line with two 
main ideas in mind. First, we wanted 
to focus on items that had some state 
and local significance and that might 
provide some practical guidance. 
Second, we saw the pandemic and 
its various facets as historically sig- 
nificant. We wanted to record some 
of them not just for readers looking 
over the past week's events, but for 
those who in years or decades (or 
maybe centuries) to come, will be 
curious about what was going on 
during those very unusual months. 

I think we succeeded at the second 
part a little better. We did manage 
to record many local details, but we 
ended up with a lot more national 
and international news clips than we 
had anticipated. But this is in keep- 
ing with a readership that through 
the generations has been interested 
in the news from far distant places 
as well as the news from nearby. 
Weekly publications, of course, can 
never keep pace with the near instant 
flow of information that knows no 
state or national boundaries. 

Weekly papers do, though, have 
the advantage of being able to take 
time to sort through news items 
carefully, selecting ones that may 
have significance beyond the one- 
to-two day news cycle that seems 
to control most TV and radio news. 
Looking over our COVID-19 time- 
lines from last year, I found quite a 
few entries in retrospect seem sig- 
nificant, and I found some that don't 
seem very relevant. 

The one story that we shared 
last year, one that also inspired 
a Transitions column, was when 
Governor Burgum momentarily 
broke down with emotion while 
addressing the fact that some were 
carelessly dismissing the concerns 
of mask wearers. 

Since the pandemic there has 
hardly been a been a week when I 
didn't read or listen to disagreements 
expressed around the issue of mask- 
ing. I am still not certain on some 
claims about the benefit and proper 
use of masking. But I am certain that 
I agree with what Governor Burgum 
said last May, at a time when most 
places in the state were not requiring 
masks but more and more people 
were using them: 

“I would really love to see in 
North Dakota, that we could just 
Skip this thing that other parts of 
the nation are going through where 
they're treading a divide — either 
it's ideological or political or some- 
thing — around masks versus no 
mask. This is, I would say, a sense- 
less dividing line, and I would ask 
people to try to dial up your empa- 


by 


thy and your understanding. ” 

"There should be no mask sham- 
ing," said the Governor. "You should 
look at [a person wearing a mask] 
and say, 'That person is wearing a 
mask because for them there's addi- 
tional risk in their life.' This is not a 
disease that spreads risk equally." 

Whatever one thinks of the 
Governor's policies in regard to 
COVID or other topics, I think he 
deserves a lot of credit for this sort 
of response. 

That brings me to other disagree- 
ments that the pandemic brought 
to the surface. There were and are 
issues about the effectiveness and 
potential side effects of vaccines and 
other treatments, questions about the 
potential impact of COVID variants, 
and of course, ongoing discussions 
about where the virus originated. 

I'm a former history and philoso- 
phy teacher who spent considerable 
time studying and teaching on the 
origins and development of modern 
science. I was always interested in 
seeing the ways people on various 
sides of COVID-related debates so 
often used the phrase "the science 
says" alongside their particular pro- 
nouncements or observations. 

From where I see things, it's impor- 
tant to remember that the scientific 
outlook encourages a great deal of 
questioning along with much dec- 
laration of certainty. Furthermore, 
holding an open mind on important 
questions is perfectly compatible 
with insisting on certain baseline 
facts or principles. 

I tend to bristle when I hear dis- 
missals of what seem to me to be 
certain basic facts that can be shown 
transparently. But I also bristle when 
I hear someone being branded "anti- 
science" for raising questions about 
non-transparent statements that 
certain prestigious officials have 
declared to be settled. Maybe the 
best example concerns the origins of 
the coronavirus: a year ago the "sci- 
entific consensus" claim was that it 
couldn't have been generated in a 
laboratory. Now, authorities seem to 
regard the lab origin hypothesis as 
highly likely, if not the most likely 
scenario. 

In all the discussions and contro- 
versies about COVID-19, it seems 
to me that what should be upper- 
most in our minds is caring about 
the well-being of other people and 
the overall health of the commu- 
nity. That community would include 
a family, an organization, a small 
town, a state, a nation, or even that 
which lies beyond our borders. 

Putting ethics first doesn't answer 
all our questions or solve all our 
dilemmas. In fact, sometimes highly 
ethical people have very intense 
disagreements. But by reminding 
ourselves every day that what we 
do and say matters, not just to our- 
selves but to others, we stand a bet- 
ter chance of achieving happiness 
and spreading it around. That's true 
whether we are in a pandemic or 
not. COVID-19 is just one phase of 
history and life. What we learn from 
it could last a long time and possibly 
do a lot of good. 
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Ellendale Laundromat is Part of Long Legacy

The Oakes Steam Laundry, said the Leader, "is equipped with modern 
machinery, and although only started three weeks ago it requires the work 
of four people to handle the business, and then often they have to work 
away into the night to fill orders. The work turned out is far superior 
to that which Ellendale has been receiving from either the Aberdeen or 
Minneapolis laundries. The water used is from the Boardman artesian 
well, close by and it is soft and clear as crystal. The machinery is run by 
a fourteen-horse steam engine, and Mr. Bell says the plant already has 
cost him about $3,500." 

It seemed inevitable that Ellendale would also have such a plant. And 
so, in September 1905 the Leader reported that "The Ellendale Steam 
Laundry commenced business Friday morning, and Prop. Hadrich is 
receiving about all the work he can handle." 

Since it filled an obvious need, accolades for the business came as no 
surprise. "The laundry," said the North Dakota Record, "is a thoroughly 
good one. Here we find fine machinery, [a] capable, reliable class of 
employees and the laundry is open for inspection at all times. Packages 
are returned in good condition, fine care is taken of all bundles and splen- 
did work is done. Charges are reasonable and we want to say right here 
that not a piece of laundry should go outside as long as they are here and 
doing laundrying in such good style." Hadrich’s ads noted that washing 
would be done "2 or 3 times each week" and that he would offer a "spe- 
cial price on family washing." 

Ellendale’s steam laundry changed ownership numerous times in over 
four decades of operation. In 1906 Hadrich sold the business to his part- 
ner, E.O. Cooley. In 1907, Cooley sold it to a young German immigrant 
named Theodore Wickhorst. Wickhorst seems to have had a strong work 
ethic. "Family Washing Reduced to 7 cents per lb." read an ad frequently 
printed in 1909 newspapers. "Will call for it Monday and deliver same." 

In the 1910’s, the business changed hands several more times. For a 
short time it was even operated by a Chinese entrepreneur. In March, 
1917, H.C. McMaster "leased the property ... to Sing Low, of Aberdeen, 
who, with one of his countrymen to assist him, took immediate posses- 
sion of the plant." Mr. Low, said the Leader, "represents an informal 
company of Chinese whose home is at Aberdeen, and who have pooled 
their interests." On a hopeful note, the Leader commented that "if Mr. 
Low likes the plant and the city, he will doubtless purchase the laundry 
outright." As it happened, Mr. Low’s lease was temporary; within a year, 
W.H. Fuller had become proprietor, and began to advertise dry cleaning 
in addition to the previous services. 

There seems to have been some difficulty keeping the equipment oper- 
ating steadily. A 1912 notice indicated that the owner would soon "fit 
the machinery with independent gas burners" to alleviate "considerable 
trouble" from "the misfortune at the gas plant." A 1914 notice said the 
facility "has been closed since Monday on account of short supply of soft 
water." When the Sanborn Company did its survey for the 1919 fire insur- 
ance map, the Ellendale Steam Laundry appears to have been temporarily 
out of commission: its label says "not operated" (see photo at right). 

The frequent turnover of the laundry operation suggests that the work 
was found to be difficult, and perhaps not as profitable as buyers often 
hoped. Nevertheless, demand was steady. Payments for laundry services 
appear regularly in city and county minutes. The Ellendale Steam laun- 
dry filled orders from the county jail and for the city’s public workers. 
College students who could afford it patronized the business. In 1938, 
the Civilian Conservation Corps unit that built the facilities at Sand Lake 
Wildlife refuge signed a three-month laundry contract with the business. 

The Steam Laundry would remain a fixture in Ellendale at least 
through 1938, the last year for which digital searches of the Leader are 
currently available. The 1919 fire map reveals its location: it was a two- 
story building (with living quarters on the top floor) and stood right next 
to City Hall. The location was ideal, about halfway between the Normal 
& Industrial School to the east and the railroad depots to the west. It was 
just across the street from the city’s main water supply. When the new 
water tower went up in 1917, it was even closer. Its proximity to City Hall 
may partly explain why a good deal of city work was contracted there. 
The building’s aging concrete slab is still in place, and now provides a 
convenient parking space for city vehicles. Currently one of the munici- 
pal ambulances is parked on the side of it. 

By the 1930's, the term "steam laundry" to describe clothes cleaning 
business was on the decline. More and more businesses (including sev- 
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eral in Ellendale) were offering dry cleaning services. And more innova- 
tion was on the horizon: a company in Texas was promoting something 
they called the "washateria," a self-service laundry that relied on coin- 
operated machines. The new type of enterprise was made possible when 
in 1938 the Bendix Corporation introduced the first fully automatic, 
non-wringer home and industrial washer. Other manufacturers followed 
suit, and within a few years the term "laundromat" began to be applied 
to businesses that used these automatic machines. The term "laundromat" 
wasn’t new; starting in the 1910's, it applied strictly to home or industrial 
washing machines that had one or more automatic features. As with many 
words, its meaning changed over time. 

It was, of course, the automatic washer that opened the way for the 
self-service laundry industry. Just as steam laundries had proliferated in 
the late 1800's, coin-operated clothes washing businesses flourished from 
the 1950's onward. A faded cork bulletin board in the utility closet of the 
Laundry Room bears the designation, in bold letters, "King Koin" at the 
top. "King Koin" was the trade name of a laundry franchise that emerged 
in 1957, the year of the classic Chevrolet and the sounds of Elvis Presley. 
It was only appropriate that a few years later Ellendale would be part of 
this historic transition, and would have its very own "King Koin." 

Despite the fact that nearly every home nowadays has an automatic 
washer, the self-service laundry still fills an important role. As a busi- 
ness, it retains many of the advantages and a few of the disadvantages 
that have always gone along with laundry ownership. But it will continue 
to be relevant as long as there are travelers and temporary workers, as 
long as some individuals prefer to do their washing in bulk, and as long 
as mechanical breakdowns or plumbing problems still happen. For all of 
these needs and more, Ellendale’s Laundry room is here to serve. 
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Ellendale's 1919 Sanborn Fire Insurance Map shows the location of the 
steam laundry, which apparently was not in operation when the survey 
was made. It did reopen, however, and served the area at least into the 
late 1930s. The location was ideal, as it was about halfway between the 
east and west ends of Main Street, and situated close to the town's water 
supply. The aging concrete pad for the two-story building now serves as a 
parking space for municipal vehicles.

In early July, it appeared that for 
those of us in the US and on the 
Northern Plains, the COVID-19 cri- 
sis had subsided. Anyway, that was 
the impression we had at the Leader 
when we decided to stop running 
our “COVID-19 Timeline” feature. 

We left off on Friday, July 2, 2021, 
when we noted that "An estimated 
44 million people are expected to 
hit the roads this weekend while air 
travel has exceeded pre-pandemic 
levels for the first time."

"The difference between America, and Americans," Bender went on, 
"and those who seek to bury her, has never been clearer. Assassins snipe 
from the darkness at those who seek to stand in the light. Terrorists soil 
and litter the landscape, and America will do what it has always sought to 
do--clean up the mess. 

"We may have wondered if we still had it in us to weather the storms. 
Certainly, terrorists and others who stand against us have wondered. 
Now they shall see. America, once complacent, is complacent no more. 
Americans willing to turn the other cheek so many times before, will not 
do it this time. 

"Because we are a nation whose leaders change with each election, a 
nation who bickers and points fingers at our at our brothers sometimes, 
the illusion is that we can easily be brought down, that we will crumble 
when the going gets tough. 

"But heart is difficult to measure. Just as we do not understand hatred 
so dark it drives men to fly plane loads of innocents into tall buildings 
filled with more innocents, they cannot understand our heart, our resolve. 

"We shall need all the resolve past generations have shown, and perhaps 
more. We must be resolute. We must be smart. We must be patient. 

"But we must never lose sight of what the fight is all about. In the hours 
after the World Trade Center towers fell, after the Pentagon had been set 
ablaze, some leaders suggested our civil liberties will need to be compro- 
mised to fight terrorism. 

"We must not allow it. We can allow inconvenience. We can allow more 
stringent security. We can beef up intelligence. But if we set aside our 
Constitution and Bill of Rights. . . if we surrender liberty to win this battle, 
we will have surrendered the very thing we seek to preserve. 

"It was commonly said that America would change after September 11, 
2011. Things have changed. We have lost our innocence. 

"But we must not lose confidence. We must not misplace resolve. We 
must treasure our liberty. 

"I believe things can and will change for the better. America is at a 
crossroads. The road ahead is not to be feared. We should embrace it. 
There is opportunity here to rid the world of the beasts that taint it. It will 
take time. We have time. It will take heart. We have miles and miles of 
heart. 

"We can be greater than we have ever been. We are Americans, citizens 
of a world that looks to us now to lead. 

"We will not cower. 

"We will weep for a time. 

"And then we will lead."

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Crabtree Nominated 
for Dept. of Energy Post 


Washington--Brad Crabtree 
has been named President Biden’s 
nominee for assistant secretary 
for fossil energy and carbon 
management, the White House 
announced Thursday, Sept. 2. 
Crabtree, of Ashley, N.D., is vice 
president for carbon management 
at Minneapolis-based Great Plains 
Institute. He is also the director 
of the Carbon Capture Coalition, 
based in Washington, D.C. “It is 
the honor of my life to be nomi- 
nated by President Biden for the 
position of assistant secretary of 
fossil energy and carbon manage- 
ment,” 

Crabtree said in a written 
statement. "The President and 
Secretary (of Energy Jennifer) 
Granholm have committed to 
an ambitious portfolio of carbon 
management policies and pro- 
grams in the American Jobs Plan." 

Carbon capture and storage is 
a way of reducing carbon dioxide 
emissions, which is said to be a 
key to helping to tackle global 
warming. 

Rolf Nordstrom, GPI’s presi- 
dent and CEO, praised Crabtree’s 
leadership and expertise. “Brad 
has spent nearly two decades at 
GPI, working to build broad con- 
sensus around energy policies that 
meet our climate obligations and 
maintain a strong economy - and 
then see those policies enacted. 
He has played an outsized role in 
making carbon capture in all its 
forms part of the nation’s arse- 
nal of emissions reductions strat- 
egies that also bring economic 
opportunity,” Nordstrom said in 
a news release. "We believe Brad 
Crabtree is the best choice for this 
post, based on his demonstrated 
leadership, expertise and broad 
network of relationships across 
the country, the energy sector, and 
across the aisle." 

Among the 


initiatives that 


Crabtree has championed: He 
helped launch the State Carbon 
Capture Work Group, a 16-state 
initiative first convened in 2015 to 








foster commercial deployment of 
carbon capture and carbon diox- 
ide transport infrastructure. 

Crabtree led efforts to establish 
the Industrial Innovation Initiative 
last year in partnership with the 
World Resources Institute. WRI 
brings together industrial firms, 
non-governmental organiza- 
tions, unions and state officials 
from Midwestern and Gulf Coast 
states to advance policies aimed 
at reducing carbon dioxide and 
greenhouse gas emissions in key 
industries to achieve net-zero 
emissions. 

He coordinated energy policy 
advisory groups forthe Midwestern 
Governors Association and facili- 
tated the Midwestern Greenhouse 
Gas Reduction Accord Advisory 
Group. He co-directed Powering 
the Plains, GPI’s original flagship 
project, developing a comprehen- 
sive, 50-year regional blueprint 
for energy efficiency, renew- 
able energy, and advanced coal 
technologies. He led overseas 
delegations of U.S. policymak- 
ers and private sector leaders to 
learn about carbon management, 
renewable energy technologies 
and policy in other nations. 

Crabtree earned a bachelor’s 
degree from the Georgetown 
University School of Foreign 
Service and a master’s degree 
in history from Johns Hopkins 
University.

One of the more tangible, and in some ways 
simplest, health equity measures is providing 
transportation. Ellendale, it was observed, has a 
public transportation program that assists indi- 
viduals in getting to medical appointments, helps 
with shopping and other needs. Yet it runs mainly 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays. "Twice a week just 
doesn't cut it" opined one attendee, who is a long 
time health care worker. 

Some of the other topics discussed included 
utilizing telemedicine where it could be effective 
in counseling and elsewhere; increasing access to 
dental and eye care; putting adequate effort toward 
helping individuals find jobs; and developing an 
Ellendale Walking Trail, with the path at Oakes as 
an example. Fitness programs, shingles vaccines, 
school drug prevention, instruction in stress man- 
agement were all named as worth emphasizing. 
The success of mental health support groups was 
mentioned, with NAMI (the National Alliance 
on Mental Illness) being one example. On the 
mental health front, several participants stressed 
that removing the stigma of mental illness is an 
important goal: when individuals realize that oth- 
ers are struggling and finding solutions, it is easier 
to take advantage of needed services. 

One participant mentioned a program called 
"Community of Care" that is active in Cass 
County, working to improve quality of life for 
senior citizens. That organization's website, 
which provides practical insights into their work, 
is Www.communityofcarend.com. 

Communication was also a major discussion 
topic. Helping the public to be better informed 
about health-related services was considered an 
essential part of health equity. Individuals often 
do not realize that certain services are available 
to them. The provisions of insurance (whether 
private or public) are sometimes not understood. 
Improving communication is therefore a top 
priority. Along this line, Jolene Maunu of the 
Ellendale Chamber of Commerce said that orga- 
nization is renewing its efforts to reach out to the 
community through its newsletter, which contains 
information about events and programs that have 
a bearing on community health. More information 
is at www.ellendalechamber.com. 

In relating the theme of health equity to the 
larger good of the community, several individuals 
suggested that Ellendale needs to do what it can 
to keep people here, and improving services needs 
to be part of that effort. One participant suggested 
that Ellendale has an advantage in this regard: 
"people don’t move for a job anymore, they move 
for quality of life." This is especially true as more 
people are working remotely, said the participant. 
And, she added, "a well-appointed community 
has a big advantage."

To contrast an improperly trimmed tree with 
the South Park examples on the front page, 
Tom Rude pointed out the silver maple at left, 
which is located just north of the library on the 
TBC campus. The silver maple is "a beautiful 
tree" said Tom, but the lower branches on this 
one were allowed to grow freely. Had they 
been removed long ago, this maple would be 
tall and straight with a wide, beautiful canopy 
at the top. This is a reminder that trees grow 
outward from the branches, not upward from 
the trunk. 

Coincidentally, the boulevard just south of 
this tree was at one time home to a line of 
American Elms. About 1983, when the editor 
was a Student at the college, Dale Hvistendahl 
took the biology class on a tour around campus 
and explained that those elms, like numerous 
others around town, were infected with Dutch 
Elm disease and were slowly dying. That 
line of trees was subsequently replaced. It is 
doubtful, though, that the new ones ever quite 
matched the earlier appearance.

Sioux Falls, S.D.-- breast cancer 
screenings dropped nationwide by 
almost 90% in April 2020, but offi- 
cials with Sanford Health’s traveling 
mammography program say there’s 
no excuse to miss a screening this 
year. 

The health care provider has 
offered mobile mammograms for 
over 30 years, driving to any and all 
of the organization’s 382 hospitals 
and clinics, as well as area busi- 
nesses, churches and schools in the 
Dakotas, Minnesota and Iowa. 

In 2020, the dramatic onset of 
the pandemic in the United States 
forced the program to take a six 
week pause. “We were concerned 
about people not wanting to come 
in because of COVID-19,” said Lori 
Moelter, radiology manager at Edith 
Center in Sioux Falls. 

“The mobile has helped get people in for screen- 
ings.” Between three trucks based in Sioux Falls and 
Fargo, Sanford performed nearly 9,500 mammograms 
in 2020. The program is on pace to outperform last 
year’s numbers, providing over 7,600 screenings so far. 

Sanford has offered mobile mammograms since 
1986, when technicians would wheel a film-based 
machine into a hospital or clinic. In 2010, the provider 
transitioned to digital machines that could be operated 
in a truck. Since 2015, they upgraded to 3-D digital 
scans, giving doctors and technicians the best possible 
look at breast tissue. 

“We’re basically bringing the clinic to (the patients), 
in the towns they live in,” Moelter said. “Women 
are comfortable. We’re a clinic on wheels.” Moelter 
acknowledged that people are busy with their day-to- 
day lives, but doubled down on the importance of get- 
ting an annual screening. 

“We want everyone to come in. It’s very important to 
be screened every year and not wait,” Moelter said. “If 
you wait or put off that screening, there could be that 
small cancer that we want to catch early.” 

Whether in a mobile truck or a clinic for a mammo- 
gram, the process is the same. Radiologists and techni- 
cians conduct a scan of a patient’s breasts using short 
bursts of an x-ray, and examine the tissue for subtle 
changes that may indicate the presence of a tumor. 
The entire process only takes about 10 to 15 minutes. 
“What’s quicker than getting a mammogram over your 
lunch break and not having to use a vacation day,” 
Moelter asked with a laugh. 

Moelter added that the patient’s experience is just

as comfortable as going into a real clinic. “We’re out 
every day with our trucks, and (patients) can’t say 
enough good things,” Moelter said. “Our team has a 
lot of experience — and the equipment is the same as 
what we use at Edith Sanford Breast Center clinic.” 
Constantly running the trucks from place to place can 
be busy, but the routine travel schedule allows a patient 
to set their next annual screening before they leave. 

“When you have an appointment a year in advance, 
it makes it as easy and convenient as possible,” 
Moelter said. “It kind of gives the women no excuse 
to get it done.” Just because October is Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month, doesn’t mean that their services 
change — the mobile mammography program delivers 
patients the same quality of care and comfort no matter 
what the calendar reads. 

“We’re just really emphasizing that patients come in 
and get that important screening,” Moelter said 

“Wherever you are, make sure you’re getting that 
screening done.” Sanford’s traveling mammography 
program currently has over 130 mobile mammogram 
events scheduled through the end of the year. A full 
list of dates and locations can be found on the Sanford 
website. 

All Sanford staff are currently masked and conduct 
additional cleaning on all equipment and surfaces. All 
employees are also required to receive a full dose of the 
COVID-19 vaccine, with limited exceptions. 

The Cleveland Clinic, along with many other health 
organizations, say monthly breast self-exams can help 
detect changes that may be signs of infection or breast 
cancer — such as breast lumps or spots that feel differ- 
ent. When breast cancer is detected early, the chances 
for survival are much better.

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EPS Students First to Get New Hands-On Lesson

Sessions in the gym started off with Brian explain- 
ing the setting to each of the four groups into 
which the students were divided Assigned roles as 
Ojibwe, Metis, Northwest Company, and Hudson’s 
Bay Company traders, each group got a letter, written 
in cursive, explaining what supplies they would need 
to trade for. After studying the letter, the students went 
to their respective tables and the four-way action start- 
ed. For the next twenty-five minutes, students dashed 
back and forth between tables, exchanging offers and 
demands, each group trying to get as many goods as 
possible at the best value. Every student was closely 
engaged with the competition. 

Two factors helped make the activity a success. 
First, students of different grades were mixed into 
each group. Combining grades, explained special 
education teacher Shelley Lagodinski, gives the older 
kids a chance to share more of their knowledge. And 
in settings like this, it makes for a better sense of com- 
munity participation. Shelley also pointed out that 
the older students had already taken a North Dakota 
studies course, so they were familiar with many of the 
trade goods and had an idea of their relative values. 

Viewing the activity, it was obvious that the partici- 
pants were "getting it." As Rob said, the exercise was 
"kind of a sly way for them to both work on some life 
skills, but also learn what the items are, and get some 
insights into these cultures." 

After the trading was done, all the participants sat 
down in a circle and reviewed their trading success 
with Brian. In response to questions, Brian elaborated 
on the uses and values of some of the trade goods. 
Wrapping a large buffalo robe over him, he talked 
about how essential that piece of clothing was, and 
how after the demise of the bison, they were typically 





replaced with factory made blankets, which were then 
traded from the companies to the Natives, not vice- 
versa. Brian also discussed the high trade value of bea- 
ver hats, which were an immensely popular consumer 
item in towns and cities around the world. Beaver hats, 
he explained, were molded from the down scraped off 
of beaver pelts. "How many beaver furs would this 
bison hide trade for?" he asked. After several guesses, 
the correct answer appeared: "one bison hide for one 
beaver pelt: that's how valuable the beaver furs were." 

Rob, Brian, and the assisting EPS staff who assisted 
said that all five sessions, from early morning until 
the end of the school day, had similar levels of student 
engagement. Elementary principal Dan Girard agreed 
that it was an excellent event. When the last students 
finally completed the exercise and Brian began to pack 
up the scores of goods that had been haggled over all 
day, he too was satisfied. As he drove back to his home 
in Grand Forks, he anticipated how in the months to 
come, similar scenes will be played out in schools 
around North Dakota. And he would remember that 
the Ellendale school had it first.

Farm Rescue also uses lots of pickups, and dealers donate about three 
new ones every year. Prominently displayed on the back of the one he 
was driving was a Green Iron sticker, identifying the Southeastern North 
Dakota implement company as one of Farm Rescue’s major sponsors. 
Green Iron also helps with machinery. “They [Green Iron mechanics] are 
going to take the duals off this combine,” he said. “And then we have the 
lowboy here, and we are going to haul it back to Iowa.” 

As one might expect, volunteers like Kevin and Gary are the recipients 
of a flood of gratitude. The main office in Horace, North Dakota (located 
a little way southwest of Fargo), displays lots of cards and letters. Grateful 
tributes to the Farm Rescue organization are also printed in their brochures 
and on their website, farmrescue.org. “But,” Kevin said, “I’m a little more 
fortunate” in that he often gets to “visit just a little bit” with the families 
involved in rescue operations. “Many times,” he said with evident emotion, 
“I just don’t know how to handle their gratitude. I’m just a man volunteer- 
ing.” 

Asked about the folks back home, Kevin said he and other Farm Rescue 
workers get a lot of spiritual strength from them. Kevin’s home congrega- 
tion, Trinity United Methodist Church in Murfreesboro, Tennessee, has 
been a big encouragement to his work. “I have a lot of family and church 
members and friends that are praying for us. They pray for the ‘Four S’s” 
strength, stamina, success and safety.” 

Kevin stressed also that he and fellow volunteers aren’t usually shy about 
expressing their faith on the farm. “Some of the cases that we’ve had, the 
people were amazed at the volunteers that wanted to pray for them.” Farm 
Rescue is by no means a religious organization, but Kevin said its founder 
Bill Gross, who hails originally Cleveland, ND, was in large part inspired 
by spiritual motives when he start Farm Rescue And, in Kevin’s estimation, 
“close to 99 percent of the volunteers are Christian people.” 

Asked about how a volunteer from Tennessee felt about coming all the 
way to North Dakota, Kevin pointed to the motto of his home state: “After 
all, he said, “we are the volunteer state.” With that, he said, “I'd like to give 
a shout out to the people of Ellendale. They made me feel very welcome. 
From Crystal at the Motel to attending church at the Presbyterian-United 
Methodist Church--they all welcomed me, and the crew at the Fireside.” 

As the conversation wound down and Kevin and Gary set out on the rest 
of the day’s work--getting the rest of the Farm Rescue equipment ready 
for transport and heading down the highway--they left behind a strong 
impression that generosity combined with good work can bring in a harvest 
whose worth is greater than the value of the grain and beans and hay they 
work with.

From there, he moved to Huron, where he worked on ground and equip- 
ment maintenance for Dakota Provisions, a Hutterite operation that serves 
as a type of co-op. Dakota Provisions processes turkey, pork and beef for 
colonies around the region. And it was in Huron where he met Shiloh. 

While in Florida, Andrew completed a course in refrigeration repair and 
maintenance, which included full formal training, and he gained extensive 
hands-on experience in the field. Asked why he did not stick with that 
profession, he said he had "accumulated several injuries" in the work. That 
work involved "going in and out of hatches, up small ladders, pulling ropes 
all the time to bring your equipment up to the roof." The work, he said, is 
"more physically demanding" than some people realize. "I had been trying 
for several years to get out of that industry." 

One of the things Andrew likes about working for the city is the variety. 
Though they are daily routines, there's lots of different tasks to be done, 
and he's already had experience with most of them. Keeping the water and 
sewer system operating properly is, he said, the biggest challenge. 

"We do routine checks on the lift stations every day," he said. "We go to 
each and every lift station. There's nine different lift stations in town." To 
keep tabs on the system, he said, "we have to record every day how many 
hours the pumps have been running." Excessive or uneven run times can 
point to problems that need fixed. 

Andrew and Jim are both looking forward to the completion of a major 
sewer line renovation that is being planned for Ellendale. It will, said 
Andrew, make their job a whole lot easier. "Our sewers are in dire need 
of repair," he said, explaining the need for the upcoming project. "There's 
these things called inverts in the bottom of the manholes. An invert is 
basically a trough that connects the pipe to another pipe so you can have 
continuous flow. A lot of those inverts are busted up, so the manhole itself 
fills up with the waste. So we've got to go around every once in awhile and 
flush them out to get all the solids washed down the pipe to a continuous 
path down to the lift station." 

The renovation project will open up the flow by replacing the inverts, 
straightening portions of the line, and sealing much of the line as it lies in 
place. "You know," he said, "there's been so may repairs. A lot of band-aid 
repairs that have been done over the years by other contractors are starting 
to fall apart." 

Staying busy is not a problem for the city crew. Anyone who gets the 
impression that they just drive around a lot, is mistaken. "You always see us 
in the truck, but we'll take off to go do something by the water plant, start 
doing it. Then we'll get a phone call for a water leak, so we've got to stop 
that. Then we've got to drive back and try to finish what we were working 
on before. And then somebody will call and need water turned on or off, or 
ask to have the landfill opened. We are constantly getting pulled in twenty 
different directions at the same time. So we prioritize things as they come 
across the table, and get done what we can. Sometimes we have to put 
things on the back burner and try to get to it the next day." 

There are bad weather days when Andrew gets to spend time inside the 
city shop, which is located just east of Ellendale Concrete Products. "I've 
been working inside the shop over there, getting it cleaned out," he said. 
"I've hauled seven loads out of there already. I painted the whole inside of 
the place, so it's much brighter inside there now. It made such an improve- 
ment that Mr. Denison (a city council member) walked in and said 'Oh my 
lord, this is impressive.' Jim told me if you can get ‘impressive’ out of Mr. 
Denison, you're doing something."

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Ho Ho ... Hoax? Avoid 
Scammers this Season 


Finding and giving the perfect gift is part of the joy of the holiday season, 
but, too often, scammers look to steal that joy. Anew AARP study shows that 
the entire gift-giving process, from purchase to delivery offers opportunities 
for scammers to take what is yours. 

AARP’s new survey on holiday scams found that 35% of U.S. adults have 
experienced fraud when buying a product through an online ad. 

A scammer will offer incredible deals for all the items on your holiday shop- 
ping list. But clicking the link may take you to a convincing copy of a real 
retail website or to an entirely made-up site -- enabling scammers to download 
malicious software to your device and thereby steal logins and passwords. 

Remember, if it looks too good to be true, it usually is. Any discount of more 
than 55% is a red flag. If you’ve never heard of a company before, check it 
out. Type the company name into a web browser with the words “complaint, 
scam, fraud” and see if anything negative comes up. You’ll also want to look 
for spelling errors, unprofessional website design, limited contact options, or 
unusual web addresses 

Avoid clicking on links even if the ad seems to be from a familiar retailer, 
Instead, go the web address you know to be the right one to avoid getting sent 
to a cloned site. 

Once you safely order a gift, make sure it gets delivered. The AARP survey 
shows 25% of US adults have had a package stolen from outside their home, 
and 34% have received a fake notification about a shipment! 

Rather than have packages delivered to your front door, ask the shipper to 
hold your package until you are notified. Or, direct the carrier to place pack- 
ages in a location that is hard to see from the road. 

Notifications received when you haven’t ordered anything and aren’t 
expecting a package are a big red flag. You should also be suspicious of 
demands for payment or high-pressure or “urgent” messages asking for per- 
sonal information. 

Vigilance can protect your holidays from scammers. If you think you 
have fallen victim to any type of scam, call the AARP Fraud Watch Network 
Helpline at 877-908-3360 for guidance and support, or visit the AARP Fraud 
Watch Network at www.aarp.org/fraudwatchnetwork.

Offers a Word 
on Medicare 
Cards 





Have you gotten a letter telling 
you that you need to activate your 
Medicare card in order to continue 
coverage? Ellendale Pharmacist 
Jeff Ulmer said that a number of 
people have been receiving "a wel- 
come letter with their new ID insur- 
ance card, and in that letter it states 
‘please call this phone number to 
activate your card."" The card, Jeff 
said, 1s valid, but the claim that 
individuals need to "activate" their 
card is misleading. "With Medicare 
Part D," he said, There's no need 
for activation. It's already active." 

The goal of the letter, said Jeff, 
is not to "activate" a card but to 
get people to sign up for receiv- 
ing their medications from that 
company by mail. While it is OK 
to receive one's Medicare pharma- 
ceuticals by mail, Jeff questions 
the way this particular solicitation 
is being done. He simply wants to 
make people aware that they don't 
need to activate their card, and that 
is not the real purpose of the call. 

Jeff added that when considering 
where to obtain pharmaceuticals, 
Medicare recipients and others 
should keep in mind the conve- 
nience of the local pharmacy.
